GLSEN 
grades 
gay kids’ 
schools

he room at the National Press 
* Club in Washington, D.C. was 
R hushed as Leslie Sadavasian re¬ 
called the sad tale of her son, Robbie 
Kirkland, at a news conference for the 
release of “Grading Our Schools,” the 
second annual report of the Gay, Les¬ 
bian and Straight Education Network 
(GLSEN), on September 10. 

Sadavasian recounted that her son 
made his first attempt at suicide when 
he was in the eighth grade. His note 
began, “Whatever you find, I’m not 
gay.” It ended with, “The boy who told 
himself, sit down and smile, shut up, 
and pretend you’re happy. It didn’t 
work.” 

Robbie “was perceived as different 
and eventually as gay,” Sadavasian 
said. It started in elementary school, 
but the child never told his family. He 
held it inside and tried to change, pre¬ 
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HRC draft findings still 
delayed in four-year-old 
discrimination case

A draft report by the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission (HRC), 
prepared in January 1998 and re- 
tfntly obtained by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, sustains charges of gender discrimi¬ 
nation against New Leaf Services for Our 
Community. However, no final report has 
been issued on the charges, filed by a former 
substance abuse counselor over a dispute that 
began in October 1994. 

Gerald Burt alleged that while working at 
New Leaf, the substance abuse and mental 
health agency failed to honor his repeated re¬ 
quests for weekly, individual supervision, al¬ 
though it did provide that supervision to a 
female counselor. As the HRC process con¬ 
tinued, Burt filed a civil lawsuit against New 
Leaf on July 20 of this year, alleging sex dis¬ 


crimination, retaliation, constructive dis¬ 
charge, intentional infliction of emotional 
distress, violation of the Civil Code, and in¬ 
vasion of privacy. 

A finding of discrimination by the HRC 
could bolster Burt’s legal challenge. It would 
also mean the agency has violated Chapter 
12B of the San Francisco Administrative 
Code and was not in compliance with con¬ 
tracts signed with the City of San Francisco - 
in this case the San Francisco Department of 
Public Health (DPH). The HRC could de¬ 
mand debarment of existing city contracts or 
a fine as possible sanctions for violating ad¬ 
ministrative and contractual terms. 

Joe Neisen, executive director of New Leaf, 
defendant in the case, had not seen a copy of 
the draft report or any correspondence relat¬ 
ed to it and said he could not comment on it. 

However, Neisen did say that there is no

Puckett takes plea bargain; 
should be free in 10 years

T he murder case against Josh Puckett 
is over. The teenager accepted a plea 
bargain Friday, September LI and 
was sentenced to 13 years, eight 
months for killing a gay man in Orinda, and 
burglarizing a nearby home. 

Puckett, 18, pleaded guilty to burglary 
and involuntary manslaughter with the en¬ 
hancement clause of the use of a deadly 
weapon in Contra Costa County Superior 
Court. With good behavior in prison and 
credit for time served, he will walk free by the 
time he’s 28. 

Because Puckett has a strike-for a prior 
armed robbery conviction, hc ; coulcHiave re¬ 
ceived a 13-year sentence for. the burglary 
alone. 

Contra Costa Sheriff’s Department 
spokesperson Sergeant Jeff Wells said there 
was ample evidence in the case to warrant a 
second degree murder conviction. Investiga¬ 
tors also believed the burglary case was “very 
strong.” Wells called the plea bargain “disap¬ 
pointing.” 

Puckett confessed to beating 29-year-old 
Vitaly Poliakov to death with a bottle over 
Labor Day weekend last year, but says he 
acted in self defense to protect himself 
against a sexual assault. 

Police say Puckett, with the help of friend 
Mardy Kisner, put Poliakov in the trunk of 
the victim’s new silver Mercedes and drove 
200 miles south to dispose of the body in a 
creek in Puckett’s home town of Atascadero, 
in San Luis Obispo County. 

Kisner now says he never helped Puckett. 
Wells said Puckett is a “very scary” and 
“frightening young man” and believes he de¬ 
serves a minimum 30-year sentence. 


San Luis Obispo Sheriff’s Detective Mike 
Wasley said the only comment he is allowed 
to give is that the office believes the evidence 
“warrants more serious charges.” However, a 
different law enforcement source from San 
Luis Obispo County told the Bay Area Re-

porter that the plea bargain amounts to 
Puckett “getting away with murder.” That 
source also said out of the thousands of 
criminal defendants she’s dealt with, Puckett 
was among only two that she considered 
“evil.” 

Wells, with the Contra Costa Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment, said Puckett is more dangerous 
than the average criminal because he is 
“highly intelligent.” 

Puckett’s father told the B.A.R. he con¬ 
siders his son a “monster” and “sociopath.” 
He believes his son’s killing of Poliakov was 
“premeditated,” and said Puckett is at great 
risk of killing again when he is released from 
prison. Although Brian Puckett says he 
raised and loved Josh as his son, he no longer 
believes he is his biological son. He has been 
paying child support until early this year but 
hasn’t had any direct with his son for three 
years. 

Puckett’s mother and stepfather remain 
publicly very supportive of Puckett. David 
Thorson calls his stepson “loving” and firm¬ 
ly believes he acted in self-defense to prevent 
a potentially deadly assault. 

He was referring to the recent informa¬ 
tion that Poliakov was HIV-positive. The de¬ 
fense was not allowed to introduce Poliakov’s 
serostatus into evidence, because Puckett ap¬ 
parently did not know Poliakov was HIV¬ 
positive at the time of the alleged assault. Not 
even Puckett’s closest friends were aware the 
victim was HIV-positive. 

First trial results 

Puckett’s first trial ended in a mistrial in 
June after the prosecution played an inad¬ 
missible portion of Puckett’s videotaped po¬ 
lice confession. After the mistrial was de¬ 
clared, several of the jurors commented on

Ifil anking on the still summer- 
like weather, and attendance 
by gays and lesbians who split 
their time between San Francisco 
and the Russian River, San Francis¬ 
co Supervisor Tom Ammiano’s 
supporters will host a fundraiser 
for their candidate this Saturday, 
September 19 in Monte Rio. 

“It’s not an official function,” 
said Jeff Getty, a member of the 
Committee to Re-elect Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano. “It’s a chance to 
meet with the supervisor in a small, 
informal, intimate setting, and just 
mingle with him, spend the after¬ 
noon with him.” Scheduled for 
noon to 4 p.m. at the picturesque 
Village Inn on the banks of the 
Russian River, the event will in¬ 
clude food and a no-host bar. Ad¬ 
mission is by donation, with $25 as 
a suggested price tag. Sponsorship 
of the event is $50, and $100 buys a 
host designation. But Getty said 
fundraising is not the main thrust 
of this event, and nobody will be 
turned away for lack of funds. 

Ammiano, who first became in¬ 
volved in San Francisco politics as a 
gay activist in the 1970s, is running 
for his second term. If he makes a 
strong showing at the polls in No-

Ammiano's SF campaign 
kickoff Tuesday

he Committee to Re-elect 
San Francisco Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano will launch 
its fall campaign this Tuesday, 
September 22 with a fundraising 
party open to the public. The su¬ 
pervisor hopes supporters in the 
gay community will join others 
and help to make him San Fran¬ 
cisco’s second openly gay board 
president this Election Day. 

On November 3, San Francis¬ 
co voters may cast ballots for as 
many as five of the 17 candidates 
running for supervisor. The can¬ 
didate who receives the most votes 
will be named board president, 
who, among other duties, estab¬ 
lishes committee memberships 
for the 11-member body. Many 
political observers and recent 
polls indicate Ammiano is statis¬ 


tically tied with Supervisor Mabel 
Teng in leading the field. 

Ammiano’s campaign slogan is 
“an independent voice,” which sup¬ 
porters say reflects his political style. 

Several popular officials are ex¬ 
pected to attend the fundraiser, 
including campaign chairpersons 
Art Agnos, Supervisor Sue Bier- 
man, Health Commissioner 
Roma Guy, and Assessor Doris 
Ward. The party will feature the 
return of Ester Marks’s famous 
hors d’oeuvres and refreshments, 
plus a no-host bar. Campaign ma¬ 
terials will be available, featuring 
Ammiano’s portrait with the slo¬ 
gan “No rubber stamp.” T

vember, as is expected, he could be¬ 
come only the second openly gay 
president of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors - former Su¬ 
pervisor Harry Britt held the post 
from 1989 to 1990. “This is an his¬ 
toric opportunity that doesn’t come 
up very often,” said Getty. “It could 
possibly put him in line for mayor” 

As a teacher, Ammiano orga¬ 
nized a gay teachers association in 
San Francisco, and served as the 
first openly gay president of the 
San Francisco School Board. He is 
also a stand-up comedian who 
performs occasionally at Josie’s 
Juice Joint in San Francisco. Getty 
said that if all goes well with Am¬ 
miano’s re-election, the supervi¬ 
sor is planning to announce a 
major initiative that will thrust 
San Francisco onto the cutting 
edge of urban environmentalism. 
“It will really set an example for 
the rest of the country,” said Getty, 
who declined to say exactly what 
the initiative would be. 

The Village Inn is located at 
20822 River Boulevard on the 
south side of the Russian River, 
approximately 75 miles, or an

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I Found It! 
loses storefront 

Owners evicted after lengthy battle

< he owners of I Found It!, a 
San Francisco antique and 
consignment store, were 
evicted from their Market Street 
premises last Friday, September 
11, following a lengthy legal bat¬ 
tle that has resulted in people hur¬ 
rying to the site to try and reclaim 
items they have there, an investi¬ 
gator for the San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office said. 

Still unresolved are possible 
legal actions against the two men, 
Kevin Esposito and Gregory Silva, 
who comprise the limited liability 
corporation, Pyramid Partners, 
involving alleged bad checks writ¬ 
ten to people who thought their 
items had been sold, said Laurel 
Pallock, an investigator with the 
DA’s consumer protection unit. 
Pallock acknowledged that com¬ 
plaints have been filed against the 
store for awhile, and her office has 
been working to mediate disputes 
between customers and the own¬ 
ers. 

“We’ve been mediating the 
disputes, trying to arrange for 
people to get their money back. 
We had an understanding, and 
then Mr. Esposito got evicted sud¬ 
denly,” Pallock told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

Ray Moresi, who owns the 
building at 1750 Market Street 
that housed the consignment 
business, would say little except 
that he’s cooperating with the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s investigators and 
had fought for about nine months 
to get Esposito and Silva removed 
from the building. Moresi de¬ 
clined to state exactly what 
prompted the eviction, other than 
saying, “They did not fulfill their 
contract with respect to their 
lease.” 

Last Friday, people were in 
front of the store before being al¬ 
lowed in to try to retrieve their 
possessions. Some, like Daniel 
Meyerson, did get some items 
back, but it was bittersweet. “I lost 
about $7,000 worth of stuff,” 
Meyerson told the B.A.R., adding 
he was able to retrieve about 22 
articles. 

“It’s hard to believe he [Espos¬ 
ito] was allowed to move mer¬ 
chandise out of that place when 
the DA had complaints,” said

Not a new problem 

He’s not the only one who’s 
had trouble - members of the gay 
community and others have been 
complaining for years about the 
business. Earlier this year the 
B.A.R. reported on two gay men 
who won a $6,800 judgment in 
San Francisco Superior Court 
against I Found It!. The men, Jim 
Eastwood and Philip Kachikas, 
claim items they left at the con¬ 
signment shop were worth some 
$ 200 , 000 . 

In that case, the couple had 
moved from San Francisco to 
Costa Rica to start a new life. After 
returning to the city, the men dis¬ 
covered some of their possessions 
for sale at a Church Street garage 
sale in April 1996 and they went 
to court after repeated attempts to 
contact the store. The men said 
they discovered at least a dozen 
items that had been sold for an es¬ 
timated $15,000 that they had not 
been paid. 

Under a consignment agree¬ 
ment, people leave items at a store 
and have a set price they want to 
receive from the sale of those 
items. Any amount over the price 
set by the person goes to the store. 
Pallock cautioned people to regu¬ 
larly check in if they have items on 
consignment, as often as every six 
months. “If you can’t check on it, 
have friends go. You should also 
write out explicit descriptions and 
take photos,” added Pallock. 

Pallock said the bad check al¬ 
legations are “very murky,” in that 
it would have to be proved that 
Esposito knowingly wrote bad

By nature quiet and reserved, 
Menara, in the guise of Veronda 
Lanai, could be quite outgoing. 
Highlights of Lanai’s career in¬ 
clude making a guest appearance 
on Nash Bridges with Ru Paul; 
perching atop the Castro Theater 
marquis, decked out in leopard 
print as throngs of supporters on 
the street below chanted “Veron¬ 
da! Veronda!,” during her traffic¬ 
stopping campaign for empress in 
1996; belting out “Sunny Side of 
the Street” in Marlena’s and other 
drag venues; and fundraising for 
charitable gay and lesbian organi¬ 
zations. 

“Greg was very grateful for all 
the wonderful opportunities he 
was able to enjoy during his life,” 
said Politano, “and if he cried, it 
was because he was so happy right 
up until the end.” 

Politano added that Menara 
wanted the community, especially 
the younger generation, to keep in 
mind that AIDS is still out there, 
even though people are surviving. 

“If he had survived, I think he 
would have started speaking pub¬ 
licly about his experience with the 
disease,” said Politano. Unfortu¬ 
nately, he slipped away quickly: “It 
was always so like him to quietly 
sneak away into the night, which 
is exactly what he did.” 

As befitting an empress, 
Menara/Lenai went in grand style. 

“Greg wanted to be cremated 
with all of his wigs,” Politano ex¬ 
plained. When someone from the 
funeral chapel asked Politano how

I ' ichigan native Gregory 
; Menara, who moved to 
San Francisco in 1992 
after living for several years in 
Palm Springs, California, and who 
reigned during 1997 as Absolute 
Empress XXXII Veronda Lanai, 
died on August 19 of an unusual 
brain lesion that may or may not 
have been related to HIV, accord¬ 
ing to a close friend. He was 37. 

The exact nature of the lesion 
that killed Menara, said Kim Poli¬ 
tano (aka Imperial Crown 
Princess Kikitielia), is being inves¬ 
tigated by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and other 
health agencies. 

“I think it would have been 
important to Greg that the com¬ 
munity not only remember him 
as a drag entertainer but as a gay 
man, a kind man,” said Politano. 
“Greg’s personal take on drag was 
always viewed with a sense of

that should be done, “I suggested 
putting them all around Greg’s 
body, so in the end he looked like 
he was laying in a giant flower of 
27C- that’s the number ofVeron- 
da’s signature hair color, the Ann 
Margaret red!” 

Menara is survived by his fa¬ 
ther, sisters, and brothers in 
Michigan. In San Francisco, an 
Imperial Court State Funeral will 
be held at 3 p.m. on Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 25, at Trinity Episcopal 
Church, 1668 Bush Street in San

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Change isn’t always growth 


, « he world is constantly changing, and 

as our ancestors in this industrial- 
cum-technological age learned, no¬ 
body but a fool tries to stop that process. 
Whether they liked it or not, ingenuous sci¬ 
entists marched through their world and 
unleashed wondrous new things to get used 
to, from harnessing a set of radio waves to 
make warm entertainment for all, to har¬ 
nessing a different set of radio waves to 
make warm dinners for one; from sending 
out images of Lucille Ball through net¬ 
works, thereby turning a vast country into 
one intimate rec room, to sending out 
descriptions of Monica Lewinsky 
through the Internet, and thereby 
turning the country into one 
large bedroom. That’s progress. "* ^ 

We don’t always like the new 
developments (we’d give up larger 
television screens for better reporting, 
and every pedestrian knows by now that 
phones are just as dangerous in / 

a car as beer on tap) but we’ve 
learned to deal with them. It’s 
those other changes we’re 
most confused about: the ones 
that have less to do with inventions than 
with conventions. The kinds of things that 
used to hold society together. Discretion, to 
name one example; constitutional protec¬ 
tions, to name another; and privacy, for a 
third: what in the world happened to 
change them? 

We can remember a time when most 
Southern gentlemen shared the belief that 
sex partners do not - as it was quaintly put 
- “kiss and tell,” and that any 50-year-old 
who had a dalliance with a 21-year-old had 
better know to keep his mouth shut about it 
or face a public horsewhipping. That’s 
changed, obviously: now dozens of good ol’ 
boys from Dixie have excoriated the presi¬ 
dent for not blabbing the details of his af¬ 
fair. A horsewhipping may follow, in fact, if 
the current mood in the Senate continues 
much longer. 

Hmm. If this is evolution, we don’t like it. 

Then there’s the concept of presumed in¬ 
nocence, which has not been extended to 
our president since Ken Starr was appointed 
to look into Whitewater. Remember White- 



water? The report that Starr released to the 
world last week failed to charge Clinton with 
any criminal activity regarding that 
Arkansas land deal, “travelgate,” or “filegate,” 
poor Vince Foster’s suicide, etc. But don’t ex¬ 
pect to see the “independent” prosecutor 
pronounce the president not guilty of any of 
those things, even after pissing away nearly 
$40 million desperately scratching for any¬ 
thing incriminating. The mindset in Starr’s 
office is that, for this duly elected president 
of the United States at least, the opposite of 
verifiable guilt is unverifiable guilt. 

We don’t consider that growth, either. 

One judge has already thrown out a 
Starr case because he exceeded his au¬ 
thority as prosecutor and went on a 
fact-fishing expedition that violated 
our standards of jurisprudence. The 
judge who dismissed the case had a 
clear grasp of legal principles warrant¬ 
ing the case’s discharge. There are 
two chances of that happening 
in the Republican-dominated 
Capitol: slim and fat. The pres¬ 
ident’s judges and jurors don’t 
even pretend to have any kind 
of impartiality, and are even now clogging 
the airwaves with smirking comments 
about the likely guilt of the likely defendant. 

That, too, is more proof that we as a so¬ 
ciety are not advancing. We’re regressing. 

Starr and his allies are shrinking Ameri¬ 
ca, reducing its former greatness and stature 
(they may say Clinton has made the presi¬ 
dency a laughingstock, but that’s like racists 
firebombing a minority family’s home and 
then complaining the smoldering ruin is the 
neighborhood eyesore) and herding every 
person in this country into narrower and 
narrower confines. Remember, if they can 
do it to the president, they can do it to you: 
If this precedent stands, any citizen sued in 
any frivolous lawsuit must be prepared to 
answer seemingly irrelevant questions 
(about sex, of course, but also drug use, tax 
cheating, or the other things people don’t 
like to talk about, but few could say with 
100 percent accuracy they’ve never done) 
and then face endless investigations into the 
veracity of those comments, even when the 
original frivolous suit is dismissed, as Paula 


Jones’s was. 

Help, we’re shrinking! 

By now the whole world has figured out 
that America isn’t moving forward, it’s 
going backward. The French daily Le 
Monde, for example, correctly paralleled the 
situation to McCarthyism and “the Inquisi¬ 
tion ... where deviants and heretics were 
hunted down to the depths of their souls.” 
The year 2000 is nearly upon us, and the 
best comparisons to our civilization are 
from 50 years ago and 750 years ago. 

Here’s an interesting quote from about 
200 years ago, furnished by The Nation 
magazine, on the subject of our govern¬ 
ment’s triangulation: “The leading princi¬ 
ple of our constitution is the independence 
of the legislature, executive, and judiciary of 
each other; and none are more jealous of 
this than the judiciary. But would the exec¬ 
utive be independent of the judiciary if he 
were subject to the commands of the latter 
and to imprisonment for disobedience; if 
the several courts could bandy him from 
pillar to post, keep him constantly trudging 
from north to south, and east to west, and 
withdraw him entirely from his constitu¬ 
tional duties?” The answer, of course, is no. 
The person posing the question, in case you 
didn’t recognize it, was Thomas Jefferson. 

He would be horrified at how his coun¬ 
try has shriveled as it’s changed. 

The list of regressive changes could go 
on and on. The same Republican Party that 
once preached minimal governmental in¬ 
terference is now nosier than Mrs. Kravitz 
on Bewitched. Grand jury testimony, once 
supposedly secret, has become a public do¬ 
main to report and analyze (giving a new 
meaning to the term “anal, leakage”; and 
within the week, it seems, it could become a 
presidential address to the nation, quite 
against his wishes. And so on. 

As we said, nobody but a fool would try 
to stop changes. But it is the worse fool who 
believes there is no way to shape them. We 
hope everyone who is disgusted at Ken Starr 
has resolved to vote this November, and to 
vote in a way that will make the new mil¬ 
lennium a place where future generations 
can grow, instead of shrinking in the face of 
a new McCarthyist Inquisition. T 


Come to Sonoma for equality

orthern California is going to get an 
antidote for all the negative press les¬ 
bians and gays have been getting 
lately at the hands of those who, to put it 
nicely, don’t think we deserve the same 
rights as everyone else. Assemblymembers 
Sheila Kuehl and Carole Migden will be 
coming to Sonoma County to help elect Pat 
Wiggins to the state Assembly. In case you 
don’t know who these truly exceptional 
women are, they are only the first and sec¬ 
ond (respectively) out gay or lesbian repre¬ 
sentatives to be elected to the California 
Legislature. To have one of them coming to 
town is pretty exciting, but to get both of 
them is really a happening. The date is Sep¬ 
tember 17, and the place is Fife’s, a pre¬ 
miere resort located on the Russian River 
at 16467 River Road, in Guerneville. 

Wiggins is running for the 7th Assem¬ 
bly District seat, being vacated by Assem¬ 
blywoman Valerie Brown. The 7th Assem¬ 
bly District includes most of Sonoma 
County, all of Napa County, and parts of 
Solano County including the city of Valle¬ 
jo. As most of you probably know, Brown 
has been a strong and unflinching friend to 
the lesbian/gay community. She has stood 
up for our equal rights again and again in 
Sacramento and in the district, and has 
consistently received 100 percent ratings 
from now-defunct Life Lobby and other 
groups who rate the effectiveness of legis¬ 
lators in protecting our equal rights as well 
as that of other minority groups. I’ll miss 
Valerie and her outspoken get-the-job- 
done way she approached her work as our 
representative in the Legislature. This is 


why it’s so important to send Wiggins to 
the Assembly to continue that kind of hard 
work and support. 

Aside from having an incredibly strong 
record as a Santa Rosa City Councilwoman 
on environmental, labor, healthcare, and 
education issues, just to name a few, Wig¬ 
gins has been visibly on our side for a very 
long time. She was there when we fought 
for six years to get a Lesbian/Gay Pride Ini¬ 
tiative passed in Sonoma County. She was 
there when we tried to get domestic 
partners legislation passed. We can 
be sure that by helping Wiggins get 
elected, we will have at least as 
good a friend in her as we had in 
Brown. 

Wiggins’s opponent, on the 
other hand, is the furthest from 
what we could consider a 
friend. Without going 
into a lot of detail, he’s 
vice-chair of the Califor¬ 
nia Republican Assembly which may sound 
innocuous enough but in reality almost 
makes the Christian Coalition look down¬ 
right tolerant. 

If you’ve been paying attention at all, 
you know lesbians and gays have once 
again become the political football of the 
Republican Party. Senate Majority Leader 
Trent Lott went on national television say¬ 
ing we were comparable to kleptomaniacs 
and alcoholics. His deputy, Senator Don 
Nickles called our behavior “immoral,” and 
House Majority Leader Dick Armey (of 
“Barney Fag” fame) called us “sinners.” You 
may think this doesn’t really matter to us 
here in liberal California but these are the 
people who help make the decisions and 
laws we all must live by. And just to shake 


that “liberal California” idea: our boy Frank 
Riggs, Republican Congressman from 
Windsor, managed to pass a bill (by two 
votes) that will affect domestic partners 
legislation in San Francisco if it survives in 
the senate.

False advertising 

The anti-gay ad placed in newspapers by the 
Christian right has received much notice, but it seems 
it still has not been generally realized that the ad con¬ 
tains blatant misstatements regarding the study of 
Garofalo et al. on high risk behaviors and sexual ori¬ 
entation. This study is given as a reference for the 
statement “Studies also show a high degree of de¬ 
structive behavior among homosexuals, including al¬ 
cohol, drug abuse and emotional and physical vio¬ 
lence.” This is followed by “And it occurs even in ho¬ 
mosexual affirming cities like San Francisco. So it’s 
not lack of acceptance ... it’s behavior - the visible re¬ 
sponse to a broken heart.” 

Garofalo’s study was of self-acknowledged homo¬ 
sexual/bisexual (GLB) high school students, grades 9 
through 12, in Massachusetts, not of adults as im¬ 
plied. The observed ’ncreased involvement of these 
students in violence was due to the violence of het¬ 
erosexual students against this group, not violence by 
GLB students against their own group or others as the 
ad indicates. Likewise, a previously published similar 
study in the American Journal of Public Health found 
that GLB high school students reported having been 
repeatedly subjected to physical and verbal abuse, 
having been assaulted with weapons, and having had 
their property stolen or damaged, all at rates several 
fold higher than reported by heterosexual students. 
Instead of what is claimed, the studies actually indi¬ 
cate heterosexual teenagers are highly prone towards 
initiating violence and obviously in need of correc¬ 
tive therapy. 

Marked increases in levels of various self-destruc¬ 
tive behaviors, such as substance abuse and suicide 
attempts, were indeed observed for GLB teenage stu¬ 
dents in both of these studies. Again, adults were not 
included, even though it is clearly GLB adults that 
these findings are being applied to in the subsequent 
statement in the ad about “homosexual affirming 
cities like San Francisco.” Moreover, Garofalo et al. 
noted that the majority of GLB students go on “to be¬ 
come healthy and productive adults,” in contrast to 
what the ad implies. 

Homosexual/bisexual teenagers do indeed have 
major problems, among the most important of which 
are the remarkable levels of intolerance and abuse 
they are subjected to by those around them. They 
need greater understanding from their families and 
especially from their peers, and could undoubtedly 
benefit from additional input from the gay commu¬ 
nity. They could also use some Christian charity.

An add to the ads 

I would like to respond to the paid advertisement 
in the August 16 San Francisco Sunday Examiner and 
Chronicle. A San Francisco friend sent the advertise¬ 
ment to me and requested my comments. Here goes: 

First, I would like to ask who told the people plac¬ 
ing the ad there was so much suffering among ho¬ 
mosexuals. Have they pronounced themselves God to 
determine what is suffering/sin and what is not? Were 
they around when the Bible was written to know the 
thinking at the time? Are they so positive that God 
did not create homosexuality (or any other form of 
sex or infertility for that matter) as a means of popu¬ 
lation control? If God created heaven and earth, ani¬ 
mals, trees, plants, flowers, men and women, he also 
created everything else whether we approve of that 
creation or not. 

Secondly, they say that 65 percent of all reported 
AIDS cases among males since 1981 have been men 
engaging in homosexual behavior. But they do not say 
that as soon as the homosexual community became 
aware that AIDS was out there and that they did not 
know what it was, they immediately took steps to try 
to prevent the spread. They also did not report that 
recently, the B.A.R. published without an obituary for 
the first time in 17 years. Did the drug culture take 
the same precautions? 

Thirdly, they talk about a high degree of destruc¬ 
tive behavior among homosexuals, including alcohol, 
drug abuse, and emotional and physical violence. Are 
they trying to say that these things do not occur in 
the heterosexual community? They also failed to 
mention that at least 90 percent of the child sexual 
abuses are inflicted by heterosexuals. 

Now let’s address the subject of bonding. Those 
people are obviously unaware that homosexuality is 
genetic. Any rejection from early childhood comes 
from pressures of people like them to conform to 
their standards rather than live a life that is comfort¬ 
able to them. If people would leave gays alone, they 
would encounter less militancy. 

Finally, I would like to dispute the statement that 
this is not a Republican issue ... it is. The Republican 
Party has sold its soul to the religious right in ex¬ 
change for votes and contributions. Take a good look 
at their voting record if you don’t believe me. 

If you really love someone, you tell them the whole 
truth, not just what you want them to hear or read.

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GOP Senate 
gains expected

1 ip he Republican Party, already 
in solid control of the U.S. 
Senate by a 55 to 45 majori¬ 
ty, is now seemingly set on gain¬ 
ing at least five seats necessary to 
reach the 60 votes needed to close 
debate and enforce true majority 
in that body. A few months ago, 
only the most partisan Republi¬ 
cans felt their party had the 
chance to gain five seats in No¬ 
vember. Now, thanks to President 
Bill Clinton and the Washington 
melodramas that continue to un¬ 
fold in the capital, even most De¬ 
mocratic congressional leaders 
privately concede they will be 
fortunate if they lose 
only five seats. Indeed, 
the worst Democratic 
fear is that the Novem¬

What does this 
mean for California’s Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer? Well, I could be 
wrong, but, frankly, despite the 
problems Clinton has apparently 
brought on for Democratic office¬ 
holders in many parts of the coun¬ 
try, I look for Boxer to hold onto 
her seat in a very tight, hard-fought 
contest. Despite the fact that Boxer 
has appeared more than a little 
hypocritical when it comes to her 
very late criticism of President 
Clinton’s sex, lies, and other games, 
I believe that Boxer will be judged 
on the fact that she has done a very 
good job for California. 

Meanwhile, what will happen 
to Clinton?

The first lady is 
scheduled to appear that same 
night at a $250-per-person 
fundraiser for Boxer at the San 
Francisco Hilton. The president is 
also scheduled to attend two other 
fundraisers in Southern Califor¬ 
nia the following day. 

I caught former supe Angela 
Alioto on KRON-TV Sunday 
morning with the Chronicles Phil 
Matier, discussing the future of 
the 49ers and their ill-fated stadi¬ 
um-mall project. Alioto strongly 
suggested that although he will 
surely claim he’s not at fault, 
Mayor Willie Brown can’t be held 
unresponsible if and when the city 
loses the team. Alioto sounded as 
though she’s very much interested 
in running for mayor - she’s prob¬ 
ably got more support for such a 
race than she thinks. Alioto com¬ 
ing from the left and either Clint 
Reilly or Quentin Kopp from the 
right, and wouldn’t that be fun? 
(Watch out, Willie.) 

In San Jose, the state’s third 
largest city will elect a new mayor 
in November and Democrat Ron 
Gonzales is thought to have a 
solid lead over Councilwoman 
Pat Dando, a Republican. 

While Gov. Pete Wilson, hav¬ 
ing fun making jokes of the sorry 
Clinton-Lewinsky mess, enjoys a 
recent lift in popularity polls (if 
you call 35 percent good), these 
same voters literally laugh at any 
suggestions this guy should run 
for president in 2000.

This is the same homophobe who, 
in 1995, was forced to apologize 
for using an offensive term for 
gays on the floor of the House of 
Representatives. 

Nothing in the local press 
about it, but Clinton’s Secretary of 
Agriculture, Dan Glickman, ap¬ 
pointed Glenda Humiston, a re¬ 
spected Russian River lesbian, as 
deputy undersecretary for natural 
resources and environment, a 
post that will make her the Agri¬ 
culture Department’s leader in 
overseeing environmental efforts 
around the country. 

Finally, remember that Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor will be at tonight’s 
Macy’s Passport fashion show to 
benefit AIDS research and pro¬ 
grams at Fort Mason’s Festival 
Pavilion, along with k.d. lang 
and Magic Johnson - some tick¬ 
ets are reportedly available at the 
door, but a better bet is by calling 
(800) 334-6158. T

One spate of baby- 
cuddling time managed, in¬ 
terestingly enough, to over¬ 
lap with my going out to 
see Saving Private Ryan. 
I fervently appreciated

epithet “Nazi.” 

The story is framed by the aged 
veteran of the title visiting the 
grave of the captain who led the 
mission to save him (the only one 
of four brothers who may have 
survived D-Day). At the end, he 
asks his wife if he’s been a good 
man ... in other words, did his life 
justify the sacrifices made for him 
and honor those who made them? 
Not implied in the movie, of 
course, was the question of 
whether any non-physical version 
of the captain survives him to ben¬ 
efit from this gesture - and that, of 
course, has some bearing on the 
meaning of the captain’s life and 
how it (prematurely) ended. 

There are three schools of an¬ 
swers to the afterlife question. 



One, which most people take for 
granted without much thought, is 
that you exist physically for one 
lifespan then non-materially for¬ 
ever as the same basic person, re¬ 
uniting with loved ones. Another 
posits a series of lifetimes in 
which one (hopefully) learns 
enough to participate in a univer¬ 
sal consciousness. A third says we 
have no evidence that we don’t 
just live one physical life, then 
cease to exist. 

A Volcano Girl likely has non¬ 
definitive evidence for the second 
hypothesis but is prepared to live 
as though the third is true (you 
want spiritual discipline? Try 
that). The late Carl Sagan took the 
Bokononist view that conscious¬ 
ness is the universe’s way of com¬ 
ing to know itself; Volcano Girls 


say this evolution is not linear, but 
ends up in the universe playing 
hide-and-seek with itself ... and 
speak from experience. They also 
identify any such speculation as 
deriving from the fact human be¬ 
ings are sufficiently self-aware 
(well, a number of them) to won¬ 
der what their existence actually 
means, which arises from realiz¬ 
ing we critters who can ponder 
such things seem to have but a fi¬ 
nite existence. 

The search for meaning has a 
companion, the nagging urge to 
do something to make human so¬ 
ciety more worthy of human be¬ 
ings while we’re still physically 
and intellectually present.

This week in gay history: Anthro¬ 
pologist Ruth Benedict, mentor 
and lover of Margaret Mead, dies 
in New York City September 17, 
1948. 

H m argaret Mead is a name 

8 most students learn in 
1 1 school, and her most fa¬ 
mous book, Coming of Age in 
Samoa, is a classic anthropology 
text. Her mentor and lover, Ruth 
Benedict, however, is less well- 
known outside of anthropology 
circles, though she was as famous 
as Mead in her day. 

Born in 1887 and educated at 
Vassar, Benedict (born Ruth Ful¬ 
ton) started out as an English 
major and continued to write po¬ 
etry throughout her life. After an 
early career as a teacher in private 
girls’ schools, she married and 
honored her husband’s wish that 
she give up working outside the 
home. Feeling bored and unful¬ 
filled within a short time, howev¬ 
er, Benedict decided in 1918 to 
take graduate courses at the New 
School for Social Research in New 
York City. At first, she studied ed¬ 
ucation with John Dewey but 
soon switched to anthropology 
after an inspiring course with 
feminist Elsie Clews Parsons. Sev¬ 
eral of Benedict’s professors rec¬ 
ognized her potential and encour¬ 
aged her to study at Columbia 
University with Franz Boas, re¬ 
garded as the father of American 
anthropology. 

In 1922, Benedict became 
Boas’s teaching assistant for a class 
he taught at Barnard, the women’s 
college at Columbia. In that class 
was a bright 21-year-old named 
Margaret Mead, a star undergrad¬ 


uate who was editor of the Barnard 
newspaper. Mead was also well- 
known on campus for her leftist 
politics and advocacy of free love. 

Fourteen years apart in age, 
Benedict and Mead were also op¬ 
posites in personality. Benedict, 
who was shy and easily de¬ 
pressed, was drawn to 
Mead’s exuberance and op¬ 
timism; Mead, on the other 
hand, liked Benedict’s calm, 
quiet wit. The two women 
shared a radical world view, a 
love of poetry, a commitment 
to their careers, and a 
deep, mutual respect. 

At first, their rela¬ 
tionship was strictly 
one of mentor and student, with 
Benedict viewing Mead as a 
daughter-figure and counseling 
her on her career. Mead later re¬ 
membered, “I continued to call 
her ‘Mrs. Benedict’ until I got my 
degree, and then, almost imper¬ 
ceptibly, our relationship became 
one of colleagues and close 
friends.” While she was working 
on her doctorate, Mead spent 
long hours alone with Benedict, 
discussing ideas that excited them 
or sharing favorite poems. 

Within a few years, their pas¬ 
sionate friendship, common 
among academic women at that 
time, blossomed into a lesbian 
love affair. During a trip together 
to the Grand Canyon in the sum¬ 
mer of 1925, Benedict and Mead 
discovered that they preferred 
each other to the men in their 
lives. (They were both married, 
and each was having an affair with 
the same man, linguist Edward 
Sapir.) Benedict’s poems sudden¬ 
ly reflected a concern about age 
differences between lovers, a pre¬ 
occupation with the permanency 
of love, and an implied lesbian¬ 


ism. What could compete, one of 
her poems asked, “with sleep be¬ 
gotten of a woman’s kiss?” 

But Mead never believed in the 
permanence of sexual love in the 
way that Benedict did. Mead 
tended to fall in love with more 
than one person at a time, dis¬ 
regarding the gender of her 
lovers. She reflected later in 
life, “I’ve never known the 
kind of union that made 
me want to exclude other 
people. ... I’ve never 
wanted to belong to anoth¬ 
er person, nor would 
I ever want anyone 
to belong to me.” 
Mead’s dislike of 
sexual exclusivity was one reason 
she never lived with Benedict. But 
her own homophobia also got in 
the way. Mead worried about an 
openly lesbian relationship dam¬ 
aging her career. Many years later, 
Mead chastised her daughter, 
Mary Catherine Bateson, for a ro¬ 
mance Bateson had with another 
woman. “She disconcerted me,” 
Bateson wrote in the 1980s, “by 
turning ... to a discussion of what 
it would have meant to her pro¬ 
fessional life if I had been involved 
in a scandal.” 

Benedict, on the other hand, 
began a new life after her affair 
with Mead. She separated from 
her husband and found the per¬ 
manence Mead couldn’t give her 
in two subsequent lesbian rela-

Hate crimes drop in California; 
one in five crimes still anti-gay

| alifornia Attorney General 
Dan Lungren says the num- 
%iP : ber of hate-related crimes 
dropped nearly 11 percent last year. 

A report released Monday, 
September 14 by the Attorney 
General’s office found that 2,279 
Californians were victims in 1,831 
hate-related incidents. That’s 
down 10.9 percent from 1996. 


The study found that 67 per¬ 
cent of the incidents were racially 
motivated, while just under 20 per¬ 
cent were motivated by sexual ori¬ 
entation. Just over 13 percent were 
religiously motivated, while less 
than one percent were motivated 
by physical or mental disability. 

The majority of the attacks 
were assaults, intimidations, or 
property crimes. 

The attorney general said, 
“Hate crimes in California have 


dropped dramatically over the 
past year. This drop in bias-relat¬ 
ed crime can be at least partly at¬ 
tributed to the criminal justice 
system’s effort in recognizing and 
aggressively prosecuting these 
types of crimes.” 

Lungren says 313 hate crimes 
were prosecuted in 1997, up from 
an average of 185 for the previous 
two years. Prosecutors won con¬ 
victions in 280 of those cases, up 
from 135 for 1995 and 1996. ▼

COMBIVIR™ Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) 

The following is a brief summary only; see full prescribing information for complete product information. _ 

WARNING: ZIDOVUDINE, ONE OF THE TWO ACTIVE INGREDIENTS IN COMBIVIR, HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED 
WITH HEMATOLOGIC TOXICITY INCLUDING NEUTROPENIA AND SEVERE ANEMIA, PARTICULARLY IN PATIENTS 
WITH ADVANCED HIV DISEASE (SEE WARNINGS). PROLONGED USE OF ZIDOVUDINE HAS BEEN ASSOCIATED WITH 
SYMPTOMATIC MYOPATHY. 

LACTIC ACIDOSIS AND SEVERE HEPATOMEGALY WITH STEATOSIS, INCLUDING FATAL CASES, HAVE BEEN 
REPORTED WITH THE USE OF ANTIRETROVIRAL NUCLEOSIDE ANALOGUES ALONE OR IN COMBINATION, INCLUDING 
ZIDOVUDINE AND LAMIVUDINE (SEE WARNINGS). _ 

INDICATIONS AND USAGE: COMBIVIR is indicated for the treatment of HIV infection. 

Description of Clinical Studies: COMBIVIR: There have been no clinical trials conducted with COMBIVIR. See CLINICAL 
PHARMACOLOGY for information about bioequivalence. One COMBIVIR Tablet given twice a day is an alternative regimen 
to EPIVIR Tablets 150 mg twice a day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day in divided doses. 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine: The NUCB3007 (CAESAR) study was conducted using EPIVIR 150-mg Tablets (150 mg 
b.i.d.) and RETROVIR 100-mg Capsules (2 x 100 mg t.i.d.). CAESAR was a multicenter, double-blind, placebo-controlled 
study comparing continued current therapy [zidovudine alone (62% of patients) or zidovudine with didanosine or zalcitabine 
(38% of patients)] to the addition of EPIVIR or EPIVIR plus an investigational non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor 
randomized 1:2:1. A total of 1,816 HIV-infected adults with 25 to 250 (median 122) CD4 cells/mm 3 at baseline were enrolled: 
median age was 36 years, 87% were male, 84% were nucleoside-experienced, and 16% were therapy-naive. The median 
duration on study was 12 months. Results are summarized in Table 1.

CONTRAINDICATIONS: COMBIVIR Tablets are contraindicated in patients with previously demonstrated clinically significant 
hypersensitivity to any of the components of the product. 

WARNINGS: COMBIVIR is a fixed-dose combination of lamivudine and zidovudine. Ordinarily, COMBIVIR should not be 
administered concomitantly with either lamivudine or zidovudine. 

The complete prescribing information for all agents being considered for use with COMBIVIR should be consulted before 
combination therapy with COMBIVIR is initiated. 

Bone Marrow Suppression: COMBIVIR should be used with caution in patients who have bone marrow compromise 
evidenced by granulocyte count <1,000 cells/mm 3 or hemoglobin <9.5 g/dL (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

Frequent blood counts are strongly recommended in patients with advanced HIV disease who are treated with COMBIVIR. 
For HIV-infected individuals and patients with asymptomatic or early HIV disease, periodic blood counts are recommended. 
Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including 
fatal cases, have been reported with the use of antiretroviral nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including 
zidovudine and lamivudine. A majority of these cases have been in women. Caution should be exercised when administering 
COMBIVIR to any patient, and particularly to those with known risk factors for liver disease. Treatment with COMBIVIR 
should be suspended in any patient who develops clinical or laboratory findings suggestive of lactic acidosis or hepatotoxicity. 
Myopathy: Myopathy and myositis, with pathological changes similar to that produced by HIV disease, have been associated 
with prolonged use of zidovudine and therefore may occur with therapy with COMBIVIR. 

PRECAUTIONS: 

General: Reduction of doses of lamivudine is recommended for patients with low body weight (less than 50 kg or 110 lb); 
therefore patients with low body weight should not receive COMBIVIR. 

Patients With HIV and Hepatitis B Virus Coinfection: In clinical trials and postmarketing experience, some patients with HIV 
infection who have chronic liver disease due to hepatitis B virus infection experienced clinical or laboratory evidence of 
recurrent hepatitis upon discontinuation of lamivudine. Consequences may be more severe in patients with decompensated 
liver disease. 

Patients With Impaired Renal Function: Reduction of the dosages of lamivudine and zidovudine is recommended for 
patients with impaired renal function. Patients with creatinine clearance <50 mL/min should not receive COMBIVIR. 
Information for Patients: COMBIVIR is not a cure for HIV infection and patients may continue to experience illnesses 
associated with HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that the use of COMBIVIR has 
not been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. Patients 
should be informed that the major toxicities of COMBIVIR are neutropenia and/or anemia. They should be told of the extreme 
importance of having their blood counts followed closely while on therapy, especially for patients with advanced HIV disease. 
Patients should be advised of the importance of taking COMBIVIR as it is prescribed. 

Drug Interactions: Coadministration of ganciclovir, interferon-alpha, and other bone marrow suppressive or cytotoxic agents 
may increase the hematologic toxicity of zidovudine (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY section of full prescribing information). 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity: 

Lamivudine: Lamivudine long-term carcinogenicity studies in mice and rats showed no evidence of carcinogenic potential 
at exposures up to 10 times (mice) and 58 times (rats) those observed in humans at the recommended therapeutic dose. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was administered orally at three dosage levels to separate groups of mice and rats (60 females 
and 60 males in each group). Initial single daily doses were 30,60, and 120 mg/kg per day in mice and 80,220, and 600 
mg/kg per day in rats. The doses in mice were reduced to 20,30, and 40 mg/kg per day after day 90 because of treatment- 
related anemia, whereas in rats only the high dose was reduced to 450 mg/kg per day on day 91 and then to 300 mg/kg per 
day on day 279. 

In mice, seven late-appearing (after 19 months) vaginal neoplasms (five non-metastasizing squamous cell carcinomas, 
one squamous cell papilloma, and one squamous polyp) occurred in animals given the highest dose. One late-appearing 
squamous cell papilloma occurred in the vagina of a middle-dose animal. No vaginal tumors were found at the lowest dose. 

In rats, two late-appearing (after 20 months), non-metastasizing vaginal squamous cell carcinomas occurred in animals 
given the highest dose. No vaginal tumors occurred at the low or middle dose in rats. No other drug-related tumors were 
observed in either sex of either species. 

At doses that produced tumors in mice and rats, the estimated drug exposure (as measured by AUC) was approximately 
three times (mouse) and 24 times (rat) the estimated human exposure at the recommended therapeutic dose of 100 mg 
every 4 hours. 

Two transplacental carcinogenicity studies were conducted in mice. One study administered zidovudine at doses of 20 
mg/kg per day or 40 mg/kg per day from gestation day 10 through parturition and lactation with dosing continuing in 
offspring for 24 months postnatally. The doses of zidovudine employed in this study produced zidovudine exposures 
approximately three times the estimated human exposure at recommended doses. After 24 months, at the highest dose, an 
increase in incidence of vaginal tumors was noted with no increase in tumors in the liver or lung or any other organ in either 
gender. These findings are consistent with results of the standard oral carcinogenicity study in mice, as described earlier. A 
second study administered zidovudine at maximum tplerated doses of 12.5 mg/day or 25 mg/day (-1,000 mg/kg 

was P an increase in the^number of tumors in the lung Jiverfand female reproductive tracts in the offspring of mice receiving 
the higher dose level of zidovudine. 

It is not known how predictive the results of rodent carcinogenicity studies may be for humans. 

Mutagenicity: Lamivudine: Lamivudine was negative in a microbial mutagenicity screen, in an in vitro cell transformation 
assay, in a rat micronucleus test, in a rat bone marrow cytogenetic assay, and in an assay for unscheduled DNA synthesis 
in rat liver. It was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ' mouse lymphoma assay and clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured 
human lymphocytes. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine was mutagenic in a L5178Y/TK +/ ' mouse lymphoma assay, positive in an in vitro cell 
transformation assay, clastogenic in a cytogenetic assay using cultured human lymphocytes, and positive in mouse and rat 
micronucleus tests after repeated doses. It was negative in a cytogenetic study in rats given a single dose. 

Impairment of Fertility: Lamivudine: In a study of reproductive performance, lamivudine, administered to male and 
female rats at doses up to 130 times the usual adult dose based on body surface area considerations, revealed no evidence 
of impaired fertility (judged by conception rates) and no effect on the survival, growth, and development to weaning of the 
offspring. 

Zidovudine: Zidovudine, administered to male and female rats at doses up to 7 times the usual adult dose based on body 
surface area considerations, had no effect on fertility judged by conception rates. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. 

COMBIVIR: There are no adequate and well-controlled studies of COMBIVIR in pregnant women. Reproduction studies 
with lamivudine and zidovudine have been performed in animals (see Lamivudine and Zidovudine sections below). 
COMBIVIR should be used during pregnancy only if the potential benefits outweigh the risks. 


Lamivudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered lamivudine have been performed in rats and rabbits at 130 and 
60 times, respectively, the usual adult dose (based on relative body surface area) and have revealed no evidence of 
teratogenicity. Some evidence of early embryolethality was seen in the rabbit at doses similar to those produced by the usual 
adult dose and higher, but there was no indication of this effect in the rat at orally administered doses up to 130 times the 
usual adult dose. Studies in pregnant rats and rabbits showed that lamivudine is transferred to the fetus through the placenta. 

Zidovudine: Reproduction studies with orally administered zidovudine in the rat and in the rabbit at doses up to 500 
mg/kg per day revealed no evidence of teratogenicity with zidovudine. Zidovudine treatment resulted in embryo/fetal toxicity 
as evidenced by an increase in the incidence of fetal resorptions in rats given 150 or 450 mg/kg per day and rabbits given 
500 mg/kg per day. The doses used in the teratology studies resulted in peak zidovudine plasma concentrations (after one- 
half of the daily dose) in rats 66 to 226 times, and in rabbits 12 to 87 times, mean steady-state peak human plasma 
concentrations (after one-sixth of the daily dose) achieved with the recommended daily dose (100 mg every 4 hours). In an 
additional teratology study in rats, a dose of 3,000 mg/kg per day (very near the oral median lethal dose in rats of 3,683 
mg/kg) caused marked maternal toxicity and an increase in the incidence of fetal malformations. This dose resulted in peak 
zidovudine plasma concentrations 350 times peak human plasma concentrations. No evidence of teratogenicity was seen in 
this experiment at doses of 600 mg/kg per day or less. Two rodent carcinogenicity studies were conducted (see 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility). 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of pregnant women exposed to COMBIVIR™ 
Tablets (lamivudine/zidovudine tablets) and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry has been 
established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients by calling (800) 722-9292, ext. 39437. 

Nursing Mothers: The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed 
their infants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 

COMBIVIR: Zidovudine is excreted in breast milk (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics: Nursing Mothers 
section of full prescribing information); however, no data are available on COMBIVIR or lamivudine. Therefore, there is a 
potential for adverse effects in nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed not to breast-feed if they are receiving 
COMBIVIR. 

Pediatric Use: COMBIVIR should not be administered to pediatric patients less than 12 years of age because it is a fixed- 
dose combination that cannot be adjusted for this patient population. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS: 

Lamivudine Plus Zidovudine Administered As Separate Formulations: In four randomized, controlled trials of EPIVIR 300 
mg per day plus RETROVIR 600 mg per day, the following selected clinical and laboratory adverse events were observed 
(see Tables 2 and 3).

tend crushes on girls, and try to fit 
in. But the harassment escalated 
in junior high, most of it out of 
the teachers’ view. 

His mother found out about it 
when a female classmate shared a 
letter from Robbie. “I’ll tell you 
why people make fun of me,” he 
wrote, “I talk differently, I have a 
slight lisp, and I’m kind of klutzy 
at sports. People call me names.” 
He also described everyone at 
school as homophobic, including 
himself, Sadavasian said. 

Robbie hoped that moving on 
to high school with a larger student 
body would mean a fresh start, but 
the pattern of harassment contin¬ 
ued. At the end of Christmas 
break, on January 2,1997, he made 
a second attempt at suicide. This 
time he succeeded. He wrote, “I 
hope I can find the peace in death 
that I could not find in life.” Robbie 
Kirkland was 14. 

“Our love, acceptance, and 
support... could not protect him 
from the rejection and harassment 
he experienced at his Catholic 
school and his overall perception 
of how society and religion viewed 
his sexuality,” his mother said. 

Kevin Jennings, GLSEN execu¬ 
tive director, was clearly moved by 
the recounting. It reminded him of 
his own “funny feeling” each Labor 
Day as the opening of the new 
school year approached. That “was 
heightened as a teenager when I re¬ 
alized I was gay and when other 
kids started calling me faggot.... It 
meant returning to a place where I 
would be terrified, isolated, and 
harassed during my normal day.” 

Twenty years later, “I wish I 
could report to you that as a result 
of our survey, schools have taken 
steps to make that funny feeling go 
away, to reassure LGBT students 
that they are accepted and valued 
members of the school communi¬ 
ty with the same right to get a 
quality education as any other 
child who attends the school. If I 
told you that, I would by lying.” 

GLSEN surveyed the 42 largest 
school districts in the country, 
about 5.5 million students or 12 
percent of the school age popula¬ 
tion, on policies and practices con¬ 
cerning gays. “We have precious lit¬ 
tle evidence that school districts 
care at all about what happens to 
LGBT students. Nearly half of all 
districts rated received failing 
grades-which means they did not 
have a single policy or program in 
place to protect LGBT students. 
“Not one.” 

For Jennings, the political 
clout of urban gays has resulted in 
non-discrimination policies on 
the books, “but that doesn’t filter 
down into the individual school 
building. Conversely, what we 
hear from suburban students is 
that the climate tends to be less 
hostile, but because of the lack of 
an organized gay political move¬ 
ment, there are fewer policies.” 

San Francisco schools earned 
an A for the second straight year; 
the district’s program serves as a 
model. A passing grade of C was 
assigned to Oakland schools, ac¬ 
cording to the report. 

Jennings cited New York City, 
which has policies in place but of¬ 
fers no training. He called that “a 
sop to the gay political group, 
with no commitment by the dis¬ 
trict itself to actually equip the ed¬ 
ucators and administrators with 
the skills they need to enforce the 
policies.... When you see policies 
with no program, no training, I 
would suggest that the policies are 
window dressing.” 

The “honor roll” of cities is es¬ 
sentially bi-coastal. And “it is obvi¬ 
ous that districts in the South have 
done far less than districts in other 


parts of the country,” Jennings 
said. “That is particularly disturb¬ 
ing because those are the districts 
that are growing most swiftly.” 

Perhaps most disturbing was 
the attitude of school systems to 
the inquiry. It was not hostility, “it 
was as if we were phoning in from 
Mars,” he said, “They were dumb¬ 
founded to even be thinking 
about this issue.” 

New Orleans claimed there are 
no homosexuals in their schools. 
When the Detroit chapter of 
GLSEN surveyed all high school 
principles in southeastern Michi¬ 
gan, 78 percent said that they had 
no gay students in their schools. But 
90 percent felt that their schools 
were safe for gay students. “Which 
we found was fascinating. On what 
did they base that?” Jennings asked. 

He called that attitude a “dis¬ 
connect” from what GLSEN’s sur¬ 
vey of students found to be the case 
in the classroom. “There is clearly a 
disconnect between the people 
who are making the policy and the 
students who are going to school 
every day.” Jennings noted that the 
organizations that have signed on 
to their report represent people 
“who talk to kids every day,” the ad¬ 
ministrators have lagged behind. 

Sadavasian said that her son’s 
death led the school president to 
address the student body and “ex¬ 


plicitly spelled out that gays, and 
indeed all people, have human 
dignity, and that this is never to be 
violated.” The speech is now given 
to all incoming freshmen. 

GLSEN has found that the sin¬ 
gle most effective way to generate 
change is to write a school admin¬ 
istrator in the community in which 
you live, relating your experience in 
the classroom growing up as a gay 
student. And ask the superinten¬ 
dent what actions they are going to 
take to change the situation. “There 
is no substitute for one-on-one ed¬ 
ucation,” Jennings said. 

He admitted that the Jamie 
Nabozny suit, where a Wisconsin 
school district was forced to pay 
$900,000 in punitive damages for 
allowing anti-gay harassment 
within the school system, “has 
been an enormous source of lever¬ 
age” in getting school districts to 
move. He pointed with glee to 
SYMAL (Sexual Minority Youth 
Assistance League) in Washington, 
DC, where students have started a 
“sue your school campaign” to 
prod systems to offer equal pro¬ 
tection and equal education.T

Gay candidates win in 
Arizona, Wisconsin

T he next to last primary day 
of the fall, September 8, 
brought very good results 
for gay and lesbian candidates 
running for office. 

Republicans pointed to Arizona 
where openly gay Congressman Jim 
Kolbe was re-nominated with 77 
percent of the primary vote. Some 
are predicting that the general elec¬ 
tion could be Kolbe’s toughest in 
years, but few see him in danger of 
losing. Kolbe’s primary vote was 
more than the combined Democ¬ 
ratic primary turnout in the heavi¬ 
ly Republican Tucson district. 

Steve May seems poised to be¬ 
come the first openly gay Republi¬ 
can in the Arizona Legislature. He 
swept to first place in a seven-can¬ 
didate primary field in house Dis¬ 
trict 26, which includes portions of 
the east side of Phoenix and

Scottsdale. Winning the primary is 
tantamount to the general election 
in the heavily Republican district. 
May, 26, grew up in the district and 
owns an herbal tea and nutrition¬ 
al supplement business. 

Up in Madison, Wisconsin, 
Tammy Baldwin topped a four- 
member field for the Democratic 
nomination in the 2nd Congres¬ 
sional District. The Capital Times 
editorialized after her victory,

rules, and it has paid off for her.” 

The openly lesbian member of 
the state legislature is viewed as a 
strong candidate in the highly 
competitive district. Incumbent 
Republican Scott Klug is retiring 
and a Democrat previously repre¬ 
sented Madison in Washington.

second out of six candidates. The 
winner was Josephine Musser, a 
former state insurance commis¬ 
sioner and staunch defender of 
abortion rights. 

Musser was the most moderate 
of the Republicans, and in that 
sense may be the toughest oppo¬ 
nent for the liberal Baldwin. But the 
major Democratic candidates have 
united behind Baldwin, and while 
both parties had spirited primaries, 
Democratic turnout was a third 
more than that of the Republicans. 

So Baldwin has a good shot at 
becoming the first open lesbian to 
serve in Congress. But more than 
that, she would break another 
barrier. All other openly gay 
members of Congress were first 
elected while in the closet and 
only disclosed their sexual orien¬ 
tation after serving a number of 
terms. Baldwin could become the 
first person first elected to Con¬ 
gress as an out person. T

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXiVAN. Also, you should read the information included with CRIXIVAN each time you receive your prescription, just in case anything has changed. 
Remember, this information does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 
You should remain under a doctor’s care when using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 


What is CRIXIVAN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus). HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV drug called a protease 
(PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances 
of getting illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of 
HIV in your body (called “viral load”) and raise your CD4 (I) cell count. CRIXIVAN may 
not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called 
AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV 
drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in 
children and adolescents have not been established. 

H ow should I take CR IXIVAN ? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue 
taking CRIXIVAN unless your doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of 
CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very start. To help make 
sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays.” 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced 
(due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may 

be easier to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. 
If you have questions about when to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care 
provider can help you decide what schedule works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose 
at the regularly scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 
hours, take your missed dose immediately. Then take your next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed dose of CRIXIVAN 
at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such 
as skim or non-fat milk, juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least 
one hour before or two hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a 
light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

- dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 
if you want) 

- corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, 
fat, and protein (for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the 
same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed 
into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6. It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably 
water) throughout the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. 
Having enough fluids in your body should help reduce the chances of forming 
a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop 
kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HI V or AIDS? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infec¬ 
tions or other conditions associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for 
you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or 
AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting illnesses, including death, 
associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

D oes CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. 

Who should n ot tak e CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any 
of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my 
doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do 
not yet know how CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 
Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused 
by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including 
non-prescription medicines.

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole)

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening

What are the possible side effects of CRIXIVAN? 

Like all prescription drugs, CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a 
complete list of side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this page alone for information about side effects. 
Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these 
patients this led to more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or 
inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid 
(preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of forming a kidney 
stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (middle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells 
(hemolytic anemia) which in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and 
death. Some patients had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. It is uncertain if 
CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease 
inhibitors. In some of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused 
by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease 
inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments to their diabetes 
medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

. In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in 
approximately 10% of patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with 
liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person may develop yellowing of the 
skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain,fatigue or 
weakness, flank pain, feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss 
of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, 
rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN 
has been marketed include: abdominal swelling; 
inflammation of the kidneys; increased fat 
appearing in areas such as the neck, abdomen, 
and back; change in skin color; severe skin 
reactions; hair loss; crystals in the urine; and 
allergic reactions. 

Tell your doctor promptly about these or any 
other unusual symptoms. If the condition 
persists or worsens, seek medical attention.

how good-looking they thought 
Puckett is. One told the B.A.R. she 
felt sorry that he already had to 
spend a year in jail. Another said 
that Puckett “seemed like the kind 
of boy that I would be happy to 
have my daughter date.” 

A third female juror said that 
Puckett projected the image that 
would make women want to feel 
protective or “maternalistic” to¬ 
wards him. And most of the ju¬ 
rors surveyed by the B.A.R. dis¬ 
counted a prosecution witness’s 
testimony that Puckett had said 
he was angry and wanted to kill 
someone in the days before the 
killing, as “just talk.” 

The Contra Costa County. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office essentially 
threw in the towel on pursuing 
the murder charge after hearing of 
the jurors’ reactions. Contra Costa 
County Superior Court Judge 
James Marchiano encouraged 
both sides to settle the case with¬ 
out going to trial again. 

Prosecutor Barry Grove ac¬ 
knowledged that one of his 
biggest obstacles in the case was 
Puckett’s presence itself. Grove 
called Puckett’s unusually good 
looks a “tough problem.” 

“It’s human nature to like peo¬ 
ple who look good,” Grove said. 
“He looked more like a frat boy 
than a murderer.” 

The jurors identified with 
Puckett, the clean-cut boy next 
door, much more than the victim, 
a Russian immigrant with a name 
no one could pronounce, por¬ 
trayed by the defense as an older 


gay man who took advantage of 
Puckett and whose “humanity 
and lust led to what happened.” 
Puckett was one of their own. Po¬ 
liakov was not. 

Puckett’s attorney, Mark Liss, 
declined extensive comment but 
said that although he wished he 
could have taken the case to trial 
again, the burglary charge had 
“driven” the plea bargain agree¬ 
ment. Liss said the burglary case 
against Puckett was “strong.” 
Puckett could have received up to 
a 16-year sentence for the bur¬ 
glary, but a source told the B.A.R. 
that 13 years would be the likely 
imposed sentence. 

Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence’s Executive Director Lester 
Olmstead-Rose called the crime 
“heinous,” and said although he 
was reluctant to criticize the pros¬ 
ecution because of all the factors 
they had to weigh, “it feels like the 
prosecution was scared of this case 
because of the nature of it. 

“Because it involves gay sex,” 
Olmstead-Rose said, “they were 
confused about how to deal with 
potential prejudices on juries 
which there clearly were in this 
trial.” He added that the defense 
strategy in the case was a “sophis¬ 
ticated twist on the homosexual 
panic defense, which is based on 
exploiting the prejudice in the 
general population.” 

Friends and supporters 

Poliakov’s best friend, Dave 
Cannon, said he’s relieved that the 
case is over so he can finally get 
back to his life, but believes the 
sentence was not nearly enough. 
He calls Puckett “a wolf in sheep’s 
clothing.” 


Puckett allegedly tries 
to bolt , says he regrets 
not killing accomplice

D ays before Josh Puckett agreed to accept a plea bargain to set¬ 
tle his homicide case, jail authorities secretly recorded him 
planning an escape with another inmate, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter has learned. 

The recording was initiated after jail deputies became suspi¬ 
cious of Puckett. Neither apparently had any idea they were being 
recorded. 

Officials were sa : d to be very concerned about the plan because 
it was detailed and “very feasible.” 

Puckett has been on lockdown 23 hours a day after an earlier 
attempted jail break. In February, on the eve of his preliminary 
hearing, he kicked a hole in the ceiling of his cell and crawled 
through the opening but couldn’t get through to an outside wall. 
He told jail deputies that he was checking out noises in his cell, but 
confessed to this reporter that he had intended to escape. 

Puckett said he knew he would be caught eventually and taken 
back to jail, but he said he just wanted to get out. When asked what 
he would do when he got out, Puckett, who often went to gay dance 
clubs in San Francisco, said “1 would just probably go out dancing.” 

A law enforcement source also told the B.A.R. that an inmate at 
Martinez Detention Facility where Puckett is jailed told authori¬ 
ties that Puckett said that he wished he had killed his friend, Mardy 
Kisner, along with Poliakov. Puckett said that while he was “getting 
busy” with Poliakov, he should have killed Kisner so that there 
would be no witnesses to the homicide. The inmate said that Puck¬ 
ett used the term “getting busy” to describe his bludgeoning of Po¬ 
liakov. 

Contra Costa County Deputy District Attorney Barry Grove 
told the B.A.R. he was aware of the new evidence against Puckett, 
but declined further comment. Y 
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Puckett does have his support¬ 
ers but few are willing to speak 
publicly on his behalf. The owner 
of Pozole Cafe, where Puckett 
used to work in the Castro neigh¬ 
borhood, told the B.A.R. he firm¬ 
ly believes Puckett’s claim that he 
acted in self defense. Jesse Ceja 
says that he found Puckett so 
trustworthy that he had no prob¬ 
lem in sending him to the bank 
with $1,000 in restaurant receipts. 
Ceja allowed Puckett to stay in his 
home for several weeks over the 
summer last year. 

A prosecution witness testified 
that Puckett first met Ceja in the 
Haight while he was on his way to 
“rip off a car.” Instead, Puckett 
struck up a conversation with 
Ceja, who offered him an oppor¬ 
tunity to march in the gay parade 
with his restaurant for $200. 

Former Pozole waiter Eduardo 
Torres lived in Ceja’s home last 
summer at the same time Puckett 
was staying there. Torres said that 
he found Puckett to be a “good, 
loving person,” but added that he 
knew Puckett only for a short 
time. Torres had recently received 
a subpoena to testify at Puckett’s 
second scheduled murder trial, 
and said he was relieved that the 
case was finally settled and he 
wouldn’t have to go back to court. 

After Friday’s plea bargain 
hearing, Puckett shook his attor¬ 
ney’s hand for what may have 
been the last time. After his lawyer 
left the courtroom, Puckett sat 
quietly in his mustard colored jail 
uniform in a glassed-in holding 
area on the side of the courtroom. 
He turned to this reporter, who 
was apparently the only one in 
court he recognized, pensively 
shook his head, and nodded. A 
few minutes later he was escorted 
back to jail to begin the next 10 
years behind bars. ▼

Maitri to host Autumn Awards Reception

aitri, an organization that 
provides 24-hour atten¬ 
dant care for people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS, is having its first 
“Autumn Awards Reception” this 
Wednesday, September 23 at Fort 
Mason. Interested people in the 
community are welcome to attend 
the event, which will feature hors 
d’oeuvres and refreshments, said 
Bill Musick, executive director. 

“We’re celebrating the first 
year of operation at our new site,” 
Musick told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We’re honoring people 
who were key in making the new 
residence possible and one of our 
volunteers who epitomizes com¬ 
passionate care.” 

Last year the agency, now 
called Maitri: Residential Care for 
People Living with AIDS, changed 
its mission and increased its ca¬ 
pacity from eight to 15 beds, Mu¬ 
sick said. The community-based 
organization previously provided 
only hospice care, but its new 
state-licensed facility now offers 


around-the-clock supervision to 
people suffering from dementia 
and other conditions, in an effort 
to provide them with a stable liv¬ 
ing environment. 

The agency gets about 45 per¬ 
cent of its nearly $1 million annu¬ 
al budget from federal Housing 
Opportunities for People with 
AIDS (HOPWA) funds; a small 
amount is paid by residents, and 
the remainder is raised privately, 
Musick explained. 

Since 1987, Maitri has been 
home to over 250 men and 
women with AIDS. That was 
when Issan Dorsey, a Zen priest 
and - founder of the Hartford 
Street Zen Center, opened his 
door to accept a homeless student 
dying of AIDS. Thus, Maitri (pro¬ 
nounced MY-tree, Sanskrit for 
“compassionate friendship”) was 
founded for the purpose of pro¬ 
viding residential care for finan¬ 
cially needy people with AIDS. 
Today, residents receive emotion¬ 
al, practical, and spiritual services 
in addition to nursing, personal 
care, and other services in part¬ 
nership with Visiting Nurses and 


Hospice of San Francisco. 

Among those being honored at 
the reception are Bill Aseltyne, a 
Maitri board member and presi¬ 
dent emeritus, who will receive the 
Issan Dorsey Award. Several staffers 
from the city’s Redevelopment 
Agency, Chris Harris, Olson Lee, 
Pam Sims, and Norma Thompson, 
will receive awards for support. 
Maitri volunteer Ella McGloin will 
receive an award for service. 

At the upcoming reception, 
KPIX-TV personality Kate Kelly 
and Dr. Martin Brotman, president 
and chief executive officer of Cali¬ 
fornia Pacific Medical Center, will 
serve as honorary co-chairs. Mem¬ 
bers of Maitri’s board of directors 
are also expected to be on hand for 
what Musick said is one of the 
agency’s bigger fundraisers. T

merit to Burt’s charges, and “As a 
LGBT [lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender] agency, we are espe¬ 
cially committed to nondiscrimi¬ 
nation.” 

Marivic Bamba, director of the 
HRC, said she cannot comment 
on the details of the report until it 
is finalized, but did say that she 
asked for the content of the draft 
report to be strengthened. 

The January draft report con¬ 
cluded that New Leaf “acted in 
knowing disregard of city con¬ 
tract provisions,” that “there was 
disparate treatment” of employ¬ 
ees, and that New Leaf “may be in 
breach of city contracts.” 

“When looking at discrimina¬ 
tion, there must be a compelling 
pattern,” Bamba said regarding 
the content of the report and the 
amount of time it has been in 
process. 

She added that reports of this 
type must be detailed enough to 
withstand a challenge by the in¬ 
volved parties, and that she want¬ 
ed to be sure that “every i is dotted 
and every t is crossed.” 

Mary Gin Starkweather, the 
HRC investigator working on the 
draft report, emphasized that the 
January draft report “is totally ir¬ 
relevant.” 

She told the B.A.R., “The draft 
to which you refer does not exist 
anymore. A completely new draft 


has been forwarded to [the HRC 
director] and the city attorney 
and is the relevant report.” 

Starkweather explained that 
draft reports are the method for 
investigating charges filed with 
the HRC, and there may be many 
drafts passed between investigator 
and the director. 

Bamba said a final report 
could be issued as early as next 
week. 

Norm Nickens, deputy direc¬ 
tor for community health services 
with the DPH, confirmed that 


contracts with New Leaf, for men¬ 
tal health services for primarily 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender clients, were renewed on 
July 1, 1998 - more than six 
months after the first draft report 
was completed. 

Nickens said he was unable to 
comment on the draft report, as 
DPH staff had not seen it. In fact, 
he said the call from the B.A.R. 
was the first indication that a draft 
report existed detailing a potential 
violation of Chapter 12B by New 
Leaf. 

San Francisco Supervisors Tom ‘ 
Ammiano, Mark Leno and Leslie 
Katz were concerned about possi¬ 
ble delays in the report in question, 
but all stated they had confidence 


in the ability of HRC to meet its re¬ 
sponsibilities; these include en¬ 
forcement of nondiscrimination in 
city contracting and the require¬ 
ments of the city’s equal benefits 
ordinance mandating equivalent 
benefits for domestic partners em¬ 
ployed with city contractors. 

The claimant told the B.A.R. 
he is pleased with HRC’s work on 
his behalf. “Even though it has 
taken a long time,” Burt said, “the 
thoroughness [of the HRC] has 
been worth it.” 

When asked if he believed his 


interests were being served, he re¬ 
sponded, “I have to wait and see if 
the city takes the HRC seriously 
when they issue the report to see if 
my rights have been protected.” 

Burt’s attorney, Susanne Scov- 
ern with the Law Office of Paul 
Wotman, is less happy about the 
length of time the HRC has been 
investigating. “Our main com¬ 
plaint is that the HRC has taken 
so long.... They [New Leaf] were 
less than forthright in the initial 
HRC investigation.” 

Scovern was explicit in defin¬ 
ing the case against New Leaf, 
summarizing the situation as “un¬ 
sophisticated individuals who 
were denying what was explicitly 
called for in city contracts.” ▼

Under One Roof will still have to 
pay PG&E for transmission and 
infrastructure fees, but Green 
Mountain will provide the elec¬ 
tricity itself at no charge. 

Under One Roof shares building 
expenses with its neighbor, the 
Names Project Visitor Center, so 
both organizations benefit from the 
partnership with Green Mountain. 

Sharing the power 

Furhman said Green Moun¬ 
tain is looking at other nonprofit 
organizations in the area to simi¬ 
larly support. 

“We’re concerned with all the 
communities in which we do 
business,” he said] “and we’re cer¬ 
tainly committed to do as much 
as we can.” 

Furhman said Green Moun¬ 
tain approached Under One Roof 
first because the store supports so 
many other organizations. 

“One of the things we like 
about Under One Roof is that they 
support 50 other organizations, so 
we don’t have to pick just one and 
make a donation,” Furhman said. 
“By working with Under One 
Roof, the work we do will affect all 
of those 50 organizations.” 

Marc Hettinger, chairman of 
Under One Roof’s board of direc¬ 
tors, said he appreciated the do¬ 
nation of electricity and that the 
support would free up dollars 
previously spent on electricity to

§pj|: y the end of the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation’s 
(SFAF) open meeting 
Wednesday, September 9, angry 
shouting had broken through the 
frequently tense veneer of com¬ 
posure that had prevailed shakily 
for the previous 90 minutes. Some 
of the visitors left confused, oth¬ 
ers were confrontational, and 
most SFAF board members 
seemed relieved it had ended. 

Throughout the meeting, 
Daniel Dallabrida, a hired facilita¬ 
tor from Dallabrida and Associates, 
frequently tried to blunt criticism 
aimed board members, and just as 
frequently came under criticism 
himself for what some in atten¬ 
dance saw as a heavy-handed style. 

It was perhaps inevitable that 
some conflict would occur in a 
room containing SFAF board 
members and some of its harsher 
critics, particularly when the re¬ 
strictive format of the meeting 
limited all discussion to the ques¬ 
tions “When you think about the 
future of HIV treatment, what 
concerns you the most?” and 
“What role should the foundation 
play in treatment-related activi¬ 
ties? Why?” SFAF critics who had 
other questions - about whether 
it was prudent for the beleaguered 
organization to pay its executives 
six-figure salaries, for instance - 
were mostly thwarted in their at¬ 
tempts to make their inquiries. 

The meeting began at 5:30 p.m. 
at the SFAF offices, with three se¬ 
curity guards in the conference 
room and four uniformed police 
officers standing guard at the 
building door, one of whom could 
be clearly heard talking about ACT 
UP/San Francisco into his walkie- 
talkie. Inside, at least two mem¬ 
bers of that group waited, mostly

silently, for a chance to speak. All 
bags had been checked at the door 
and all visitors had signed in, pre¬ 
sumably to avoid a repeat of the 
infamous 1996 incident in which 
an ACT UP/SF member emptied a 
bag of used cat litter on SFAF Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Pat Christen at a 
public forum. 

This time, Christen sat in the 
front row with her eyes focused on a 
legal pad she used for notekeeping. 
Meanwhile, SFAF Liaison to the 
Board of Directors Joe Fera also 
noted audience comments on a 
large easel. Christen never spoke, 
and didn’t visibly react even when 
speakers sporadically denounced 
her reported $180,000 annual salary. 

Despite the occasional discord, 


Before members of the public 
could speak, the board members 
introduced themselves with brief 
autobiographies and thanks to at¬ 
tendees for showing up. They 
were followed by department 
heads Susan Hailkalis of the HIV 
Services and Treatment Support 
(formerly Client Services) De¬ 
partment, who described her de¬ 
partment’s functions; nurse Tim 
Teeter, who talked about treat¬ 
ment-related support services and 
SFAF’s “public publications”; 
Regina Aragon of the Public Poli¬ 
cy Department, who discussed the 
foundation’s lobbying efforts in 
Sacramento and Washington; and 
Rene Durazzo of the Treatment 
Advocacy Department. 


The board president rose to 
thank everyone for their input, and 
said he wanted to say something 
“as a human being.” He got as far 
as “Put yourself in my shoes,” 
when he was interrupted ... 


there were no arrests and no one 
was ejected from the room. 

When the meeting began, 
about 35 people sat across from 
the selected board members who 
had been invited to attend; among 
the attendees were several SFAF 
employees, including lobbyist 
Earnest Hopkins; SFAF support¬ 
ers such as San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Health Gay and Lesbian 
Health Coordinator Dana Van 
Gorder; and frequent SFAF de¬ 
tractors including former Harvey 
Milk Democratic Club President 
Jeff Sheehy. About 25 more peo¬ 
ple arrived before the end of the 
meeting, including treatment ex¬ 
pert John S. James and activist 
Michael Petrelis, perhaps the most 
vocal and visible SFAF critic and 
a founder of the accountabili- 
typroject.com website that posts 
current foundation executives’ 
salaries on the Internet. 


Public comment began with 
comments by a man who pointed 
out that the highly publicized lack 
of obituaries in the B.A.R. last 
month did not mean there were 
no deaths from AIDS, a fact he 
knew for certain from his experi¬ 
ences in San Francisco’s Spanish¬ 
speaking community. Some in at- 
tendence were surprised he did 
not refer to the foundation’s con¬ 
troversial decision to eliminate its 
program for Spanish-speaking 
people with HIV, Vida y 
Moviementio , this summer; in¬ 
stead, he focused on a need for 
more communication between 
clients and staff. He praised 
Haikalis, Teeter, and Durazzo for 
their knowledge, but emphasized 
that knowledge doesn’t easily find 
its way to clients who need it. 

“The AIDS foundation helps 
people die,” he said, “but not live. 
And that’s what we need.” 
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‘Where are the budgets?’ 

Sheehy was the next to speak, 
and began by emphasizing his dis¬ 
satisfaction with the meeting for- 
rhat that limited questioning. He 
compared the process unfavor¬ 
ably to the more open and infor¬ 
mative meetings of the HIV 
Health Services Planning Council, 
and said he wanted to hear more 
specifics than had been outlined 
at the meeting so far. 

“Where are the budgets?” he 
asked. “How much goes to treat¬ 
ment?” He was the first to men¬ 
tion the issue of executive salaries 
and suggested the enormity of 
SFAF’s executive payroll was inap¬ 
propriate, given evidence of the 
foundation’s inability to fund ex¬ 
isting services. 

“We know you’ve shut down 
one program already,” he said as 
he demanded an explanation of 
current spending practices. 

Board chair Paul Wisotzky re¬ 
sponded that Sheehy could have 
found a more appropriate forum 
for his comments at the last SFAF 
board meeting, and asked if Shee¬ 
hy had ever requested a budget. 

Sheehy’s response was that 
“this meeting is supposed to be 
for the public, people less in¬ 
formed about how to get those 
things than I am. You should pro¬ 
vide that information for them. 

“The whole style of this meet¬ 
ing makes me feel I’m at a show 
trial,” he continued. “It’s false. You 
set it up so you can say you got 
input, but we get no information.” 

Asked if he had specific areas 
where he wanted information, 
Sheehy listed the recent employee 
turnover at the publication BETA, 
and asked if there was a reason for 
the hemorrage of staffers; asked 
the board to divulge the extent of 
financial support SFAF gets from 
drug companies; and asked why 
the foundation has not taken the 
lead in collecting information 
about anti-HIV drug side effects. 

Dallabrida urged Sheehy to 
simplify, and sum up what he 
wanted in one phrase. “Respect,” 
Sheehy responded. “Respect for 
people with HIV.” 

Unread transcripts 

The next speaker, Patrick 
Monette Shaw, is a recent volun¬ 
teer with the accountabilitypro- 
ject.com website. He began with a 
blistering denunciation of the 
meeting’s timing, which he said 
“should have been held before re¬ 
fining department names and ser¬ 
vices,” and then said that more 
public meetings were needed “be¬ 
fore budget allocations are made.” 

Shaw had little to say about 
treatment issues, and pointed out 
that the board had already gotten 
extensive public input about that 
subject, through client satisfaction 
surveys and focus group studies 
the foundation ordered in 1997. 
(The transcripts to those focus 
group were ultimately leaked, 
over the strong objections of 
Christen and the foundation. The 
foundation stripped Petrelis of 
services for his alleged role in 
making the “stolen” transcripts 
available for public viewing.) 

Shaw ignored that part of the 
controversy, however, and asked 
how many of the board members 
present had read the transcripts. 
None said they had. Two separate 
board members explained that 
they had been too busy, with 
Larry Colton saying “we all have 
other jobs and don’t have endless 
hours to spend reading every 
word of every transcript.” Board 
member Eric Ciasullo followed 
up by saying he read the summa¬ 
ry provided by the professional 
pollster who conducted the focus 
groups, whom he trusted to em¬ 
phasize the important aspects in a 
briefer form. “That is what we pay 
him for,” he added. 


“Then when are you going to 
release the summary [to the pub¬ 
lic]?” Shaw persisted. The board 
didn’t answer him, and let him 
continue as he criticized the foun¬ 
dation’s apparent indifference to 
earlier input. He said clients clear¬ 
ly indicated in the focus groups 
that they do not think the foun¬ 
dation should be involved in 
treatment issues, and that they 
consider that to be an area they 
would rather discuss with their 
own health providers. But, he 
complained, the foundation has 
ignored that feedback - “and it’s 
odd to seek input now.” 

Wisotzky leaned forward in his 
chair. “Wait, this is getting help¬ 
ful,” he said. “I think this is the 
meeting you wish you had had 
earlier,” he told Shaw. “This is it. 

“When did you want to have 
input?” 

“Before you start cutting pro¬ 
grams,” Shaw retorted. 

‘Services vs. salaries’ 

Van Gorder followed Shaw to 
praise, not bury, the foundation. 
He specifically lauded the full- 
page advertisements SFAF ran in 
the gay media to alert readers to a 
newly-reported strain of HIV that 
apparently does not respond to 
any currently approved antiviral 
medications. “I’m an advocate of 


using the media to get the infor¬ 
mation out there,” he said. 

He also asked the board mem¬ 
bers to explain how they viewed 
the foundation’s role, particularly 
with respect to housing, substance 
abuse, mental health, and some 
other areas of concern. Board 
members were unable to answer, 
even after asking him to repeat the 
question, which he did. 

ACT UP/SF’s Dave Pasquarelli 
was next, speaking quickly, suc¬ 
cinctly, and - considering his 
well-known antipathy for Chris¬ 
ten, SFAF, and its board - surpris¬ 
ingly dispassionately. That did not 
mean, however, that he was sup¬ 
portive. 

“When I think of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation I 
think about what the community 
has entrusted you with.” To no¬ 
body’s surprise, his assessment 
was that “you have failed.” Specif¬ 
ic areas he found wanting were 
“accountability, services versus 
salaries, information about the 
current state of AIDS, and honest 
information about treatment op¬ 
tions.” As an AIDS dissident, he 
believes that HIV is unrelated to 
the disease - a theory he says is 
proved by recent figures showing 
AIDS diagnoses and deaths are in 
decline (although others interpret 
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ace to Face will celebrate its

“Art for Life’s success is in¬ 
debted to the generous outpour¬ 
ing of support from many sectors 
of the community,” said Chun. 

This year, as in previous years, 
about 250 artists are expected to 
donate unique and beautiful 
works, some of which are inspired 
by or dedicated to loved ones with 
AIDS. For the art aficionado,

PRECAUTIONS 

General: The risk/benefit ratio of Marinol (dronabinol) use should be carefully evaluated in patients with the following 
medical conditions because of individual variation in response and tolerance to the effects of Marinol. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with cardiac disorders because of occasional hypotension, possible 
hypertension, syncope, or tachycardia (see CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY). 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients with a history of substance abuse, including alcohol abuse or 
dependence, because they may be more prone to abuse Marinol as well. Multiple substance abuse is common and 
marijuana, which contains the same active compound, is a frequently abused substance. 

Marinol should be used with caution and careful psychiatric monitoring in patients with mania, depression, or 
schizophrenia because Marinol may exacerbate these illnesses. 

Marinol should be used with caution in patients receiving concomitant therapy with sedatives, hypnotics or other 
psychoactive drugs because of the potential for additive or synergistic CNS effects. 

Marinol should be used with caution in pregnant patients, nursing mothers, or pediatric patients because it has 
not been studied in these patient populations. 

Marinol should be used with caution for treatment of anorexia and weight loss in elderly patients with AIDS because 
they may be more sensitive to the psychoactive effects and because its use in these patients has not been studied. 
Information for Patients: Patients receiving treatment with Marinol (dronabinol) should be alerted to the potential 
for additive central nervous system depression if Marinol is used concomitantly with alcohol or other CNS depres¬ 
sants such as benzodiazepines and barbiturates. 

Patients receiving treatment with Marinol should be specifically warned not to drive, operate machinery, or engage in 
any hazardous activity until it is established that they are able to tolerate the drug and to perform such tasks safely. 
Patients using Marinol should be advised of possible changes in mood and other adverse behavioral effects of the 
drug so as to avoid panic in the event of such manifestations. Patients should remain under the supervision of a 
responsible adult during initial use of Marinol and following dosage adjustments. 

Drug Interactions: In studies involving patients with AIDS and/or cancer, Marinol (dronabinol) has been co-admin- 
istered with a variety of medications (e g., cytotoxic agents, anti-infective agents, sedatives, or opioid analgesics) 


(8%) (see CLINICAL TRIALS). 

The most frequently reported adverse experiences in patients with AIDS during placebo-controlled clinical trials involved 
the CNS and were reported by 33% of patients receiving Marinol. About 25% of patients reported a minor CNS adverse 
event during the first 2 weeks and about 4% reported such an event each week for the next 6 weeks thereafter.

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

Marinol (dronabinol) is one of the psychoactive compounds present in cannabis, and is abusable and controlled 
Schedule II (Cll) under the Controlled Substances Act. Both psychological and physiological dependence have 
been noted in healthy individuals receiving dronabinol, but addiction is uncommon and has only been seen after 
prolonged high dose administration. 

Chronic abuse of cannabis has been associated with decrements in motivation, cognition, judgement, and per¬ 
ception. The etiology of these impairments is unknown, but may be associated with the complex process of addic¬ 
tion rather than an isolated effect of the drug. No such decrements in psychological, social or neurological status 
have been associated with the administration of Marinol for therapeutic purposes. 

In an open-label study in patients with AIDS who received Marinol for up to five months, no abuse, diversion or 
systematic change in personality or social functioning were observed despite the inclusion of a substantial num¬ 
ber of patients with a past history of drug abuse. 

An abstinence syndrome has been reported after the abrupt discontinuation of dronabinol in volunteers receiving 
dosages of 210 mg/day for 12 to 16 consecutive days. Within 12 hours after discontinuation, these volunteers 
manifested symptoms such as irritability, insomnia, and restlessness. By approximately 24 hours post-dronabinol 
discontinuation, withdrawal symptoms intensified to include “hot flashes”, sweating, rhinorrhea, loose stools, hic¬ 
coughs and anorexia. 

These withdrawal symptoms gradually dissipated over the next 48 hours. Eledroencephalographic changes consis¬ 
tent with the effects of drug withdrawal (hyperexcitation) were recorded in patients after abrupt dechailenge. Patients

and pharmacodynamic mechanisms. Dronabinol is highly protein bound to plasma proteins,; 
displace other protein-bound drugs. Although this displacement has not been confirmed in vivo, practitioners 
should monitor patients for a change in dosage requirements when administering dronabinol to patients receiving 
other highly protein-bound drugs. Published reports of drug/drug interactions involving cannabinoids arer 
marized in the following table.

Signs and symptoms following MILD Marinol (dronabinol) intoxication include drowsiness, euphoria, heightened 
sensory awareness, altered time perception, reddened conjunctiva, dry mouth and tachycardia; following MODER¬

bowel motility; and following SEVERE intoxication include decreased motor coordination, lethargy, slurred speech, 
and postural hypotension.

Impairment of Fertility: Carcinogenicity studies have not been performed with 
dronabinol. Mutagenicity testing of dronabinol was negative in an Ames test. In a long-term study (77 days) in 
rats, oral administration of dronabinol at doses of 30 to 150 mg/m', equivalent to 0.3 to 1.5 times maximum rec¬ 
ommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in cancer patients or 2 to 10 times MRHD of 15 mg/mVday in 
AIDS patients, reduced ventral prostate, seminal vesicle and epididymal weights and caused a decrease in seminal 
fluid volume. Decreases in spermatogenesis, number of developing germ cells, and number of Leydig cells in the 
testis were also observed. However, sperm count, mating success and testosterone levels were not affected. The 
significance of these animal findings in humans is not known. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy Category C. Reproduction studies with dronabinol have been performed in mice at 15 to 
450 mg/nf, equivalent to 0.2 to 5 times maximum recommended human dose (MRHD) of 90 mg/m7day in cancer 
patients or 1 to 30 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients, and in rats at 74 to 295 mg/m ! (equivalent to 
0.8 to 3 times MRHD of 90 mg/m ! in cancer patients or 5 to 20 times MRHD of 15 mg/m7day in AIDS patients). 
These studies have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity due to dronabinol. At these dosages in mice and rats, 
dronabinol decreased maternal weight gain and number of viable pups and increased fetal mortality and early 
resorptions. Such effects were dose dependent and less apparent at lower doses which produced lessjnaternal 
toxicity. There are no adequate and well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Dronabinol should be used only if 
the potential benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

Nursing Mothers: Use of Marinol is not recommended in nursing mothers since, in addition to the secretion of HIV virus 
in breast milk, dronabinol is concentrated in and secreted in human breast milk and is absorbed by the nursing baby. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adverse experiences information summarized in the tables below was derived from well-controlled clinical trials 
conducted in the US and US territories involving 474 patients exposed to Marinol (dronabinol). Studies of AIDS- 
related weight loss included 157 patients receiving dronabinol at a dose of 2.5 mg twice daily and 67 receiving 
placebo. Studies of different durations were combined by considering the first occurrence of events during the first 
28 days. Studies of nausea and vomiting related to cancer chemotherapy included 317 patients receiving dron¬ 
abinol and 68 receiving placebo. 

A cannabinoid dose-related “high" (easy laughing, elation and heightened awareness) has been reported by 


The estimated lethal human dose of intravenous dronabinol is 30 mg/kg (2100 mg/70 kg). Significant CNS symptoms 
in antiemetic studies followed oral doses of 0.4 mg/kg (28 mg/70 kg) of Marinol. 

Management: A potentially serious oral ingestion, if recent, should be managed with gut decontamination. In 
unconscious patients with a secure airway, instill activated charcoal (30 to 100 g in adults, 1 to 2 g/kg in infants) 
via a nasogastric tube. A saline cathartic or sorbitol may be added to the first dose of activated charcoal. Patients 
experiencing depressive, hallucinatory or psychotic reactions should be placed in a quiet area and offered reas¬ 
surance. Benzodiazepines (5 to 10 mg diazepam po) may be used for treatment of extreme agitation. Hypotension 
usually responds to Trendelenburg position and IV fluids. Pressors are rarely required. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

Appetite stimulation: Initially, 2.5 mg Marinol (dronabinol) should be administered orally twice daily (bid.), before 
lunch and supper. For patients unable to tolerate this 5 mg/day dosage of Marinol, the dosage can be reduced to 
2.5 mg/day, administered as a single dose in the evening or at bedtime. If clinically indicated and in the absence of 
significant adverse effects, the dosage may be gradually increased to a maximum of 20 mg/day Marinol, adminis¬ 
tered in divided oral doses. Caution should be exercised in escalating the dosage of Marinol because of the increased 
frequency of dose-related adverse experiences at higher dosages (see PRECAUTIONS). 

Antiemetic: Marinol is best administered at an initial dose of 5 mg/m 1 , given 1 to 3 hours prior to the administration 
of chemotherapy, then every 2 to 4 hours after chemotherapy is given, for a total of 4 to 6 doses/day. Should the 
5 mg/m' dose prove to be ineffective, and in the absence of significant side effects, the dose may be escalated by 
2.5 mg/m' increments to a maximum of 15 mg/nf per dose. Caution should be exercised in dose escalation, however, 
as the incidence of disturbing psychiatric symptoms increases significantly at maximum dose (see PRECAUTIONS). 
SAFETY AND HANDLING 

Marinol (dronabinol) should be packaged in a well-closed container and stored in a cool environment between 8" and 
15*C (46* and 59*F). Protect from freezing. No particular hazard to health care workers handling the capsules has 
been identified. 

Access to abusable drugs such as Marinol presents an occupational hazard for addiction in the health care indus¬ 
try. Routine procedures for handling controlled substances developed to protect the public may not be adequate 
to protect health care workers. Implementation of more effective accounting procedures and measures to appro¬ 
priately restrict access to drugs of this class may minimize the risk of self-administration by health care providers. 
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touched on a variety of other top¬ 
ics before Dallabrida finally si¬ 
lenced her. 

Out of time 

For the next ten minutes, the 
mood deteriorated as Dallabrida 
tried to reign in the discontent 
that was growing incresingly evi¬ 
dent.

When he 
didn’t have an immediate sugges¬ 
tion on how to improve the com¬ 
munication, Pasquarelly impa¬ 
tiently interrupted. 

“Look, he doesn’t have any¬ 
thing to say. He’s said he doesn’t 
have anything to say,” the activist 
complained. “Can we get back to 
the people who do?” 

Dallabrida continued to resist, 
begging attendees who had not 
yet spoken to raise their hands. 
Eventually a man softly inquired 
what the term “community,” 
which he had heard bandied 
about all evening, really meant, 
and whether it included African- 
Americans like him. 

“Is the AIDS foundation ad¬ 
dressing that community?” he 
asked. “If not, that’s okay, but if 
you’re recommending [other pro¬ 
grams] elsewhere, where do you 
recommend?” 

Board member Lonnie Payne 
described the foundation’s “Black 
Brothers Esteem” as a program for 
African-American men - “but 
we’re not corralling all into one 
group,” he emphasized - and an 
example of how SFAF used focus 
group input to create a program. 

“Could I please add some¬ 
thing?” Shaw asked when the ear¬ 
lier questioner seemed satisfied. 

“No,” said Dallabrida . “We’re 
out of time. 

“Paul, would you like to add 
something?” he finished, turning 
to Wisotzky. 

The board president rose to 
thank everyone for their input, 
and said he wanted to say some¬ 
thing “as a human being.” He got 
as far as “Put yourself in my 
shoes,” when he was interrupted 
by Pasquarelli and Petrelis, shout¬ 
ing, and by Shaw, who took the 
pen from Fera and wrote his final 
point on the easel: “Separate treat¬ 
ment issues from client services.” 

Wisotzky struggled on, saying 
“We are people of integrity,” 
prompting Petrelis to shout “No 
you’re not. You’re greedy, greedy, 
greedy! 

“Cut the salaries.” 

The meeting was adjourned, 
and the board members recon¬ 
vened on the floor above to dis¬ 
cuss the input they had received.

NIH awards AIDS research grant to UCSF

• § he National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) announced 
Tuesday, September 1 awards 
of more than $13 million to 12 
Centers for AIDS Research 
(CFARs) across the United States, 
including the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco. 

CFARs provide a pool of 
shared resources - such as techni¬ 
cal expertise, equipment and 
training - that is made available to 
local AIDS researchers as well as 
facilitate collaboration, according 
to an NIH press release. 

The awards are for continued 
general support of the CFARs. 

The UCSF CFAR, headquar¬ 


tered at San Francisco General 
Hospital, will receive $5.76 mil¬ 
lion over the next four years in a 
renewal of funding. 

“UCSF continues to be a leader 
in HIV research, and we are par¬ 
ticularly pleased that this grant 
will support work that crosses 
conventional scientific bound¬ 
aries,” said Dr. Paul Volberding, di¬ 
rector of the UCSF AIDS program 
at SFGH and co-director of the 
UCSF CFAR, emphasizing the col¬ 
laborative aspect of the funding. 

Dr. Warner C. Greene, director 
of the UCSF-affiliated Gladstone 
Institute of Virology and Im¬ 
munology, is the other co-director. 

“Our work here has always 
been done with an eye to the pa¬ 
tient problem,” said Volberding, 


speaking about UCSF research in 
general. He added that there is an 
increasing interest in the im¬ 
munology of HIV infection. 

He identified two emerging 
projects of the many at UCSF as 
particularly exciting: work on 
compound T-20, which uses a 
small protein to block HIV fusion 
with human cells; and research to 
understand viral break through, a 
reemergence of a detectable level 
of virus in the blood stream after 
a period of suppression. 

A new feature of the award is 
that they will be funded joindy by 
the National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases (NIAID) and 
five other Institutes of the NIH, an 
agency of the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. ▼

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Access to drugs after the clinical trial ends

B ' he HIV community has par¬ 
ticipated in clinical trials 
i since the early trials of AZT. 
Advocates have always lobbied for 
drug continuation for the partic¬ 
ipants in trials, as well as expand¬ 
ed access programs before drug 
approval from the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA). Large, es¬ 
tablished pharmaceutical 
companies could afford 
to monitor expanded 
access programs and ( 
this was considered 
part of the cost of drug 
development. These an¬ 
tiviral drugs fighting HIV 
have benefited us with 
better health and 
longer lives. 

Some complica¬ 
tions of AIDS are 
going the way of the dinosaur. 
The incidence of PCP and KS are 
way down. This can be attributed 
to triple combination therapy and 
prophylactic drugs such as 
Bactrim or Septra. Other compli¬ 
cations however, are becoming 
more prevalent. Peripheral neu¬ 
ropathy is on the upswing either 
from drug toxicity or from HIV 
disease itself. People with AIDS 
want relief from the numbness 


and pain of neuropathy. There is 
also a push to solve the ongoing 
problem of dementia, which af¬ 
fects the quality of life of many 
people with AIDS. Recently there 
have been drug continuation 
problems for two AIDS Clinical 
Trials Group (ACTG) neurologi¬ 
cal complication studies. 

Nerve Growth Factor trial 

ACTG 291, a trial for Nerve 
Growth Factor for Peripheral 
Neuropathy, did not have drug 
continuation included in 
the original trial design. 
This is a drug is made 
by Genentech, a large 
biotech company in 
the Bay Area. 

The company was 
conducting trials for 
peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy caused by dia¬ 
betes. Matt Chappell, 
who was a communi¬ 
ty member of the ACTG, finally 
persuaded the company to pro¬ 
vide drug for the ACTG trial for 
AIDS-related peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy. The trial was a placebo con¬ 
trolled trial so there was a chance 
that participants would not get 
drug. As the participants finished 
the 18-week placebo trial many 
felt they were receiving benefit 
from use of the drug. The drug 
also appeared to be safe. Eventu¬ 


ally Chappell and other commu¬ 
nity members, as well as the re¬ 
searchers, persuaded the compa¬ 
ny to add a 48-week open label 
drug use to the study. 

Dr. Justin McArthur at the 
World AIDS Conference in Gene¬ 
va presented the positive study re¬ 
sults. The company announced a 
2,000-person expanded access 
program, starting with the 200 
participants of the clinical trial. 
Unfortunately, the expanded ac¬ 
cess program has not opened up 
to others who suffer from HIV-re¬ 
lated peripheral neuropathy. The 
company has opened a hotline 
number (1-888-662-6728) for ex¬ 
panded access, but has not heard 
from the community and the pro¬ 
gram has stalled. The company 
must hear the needs of the com¬ 
munity. 

Small company concerns 

Constantin Yiannoutsos, the 
statistician for ACTG neurology 
studies from the Harvard School 
of Public Health, has concerns 
about small companies involved 
with the ACTG in clinical trials. 
“The current model of collabora¬ 
tion between the ACTG and drug 
companies, which has worked 
well in the case of antiretroviral 
drug development may not be ap¬ 
plicable here, to the detriment of 
patients. This is because, especial- 
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ly in neurology, we are dealing 
with small upstart companies.” 

Constantin continues, “Where 
there is a definite incentive for the 
Glaxos and Bristol-Myers, to pro¬ 
vide compassionate use of their 
drugs and quickly take over drug 
development from the ACTG, this 
is much more difficult with most 
of the agents and companies 
under the purview of the ACTG 
neurology group.” 

He urges the ACTG and the 
community “to find a vehicle 
where patients that feel helped by 
an experimental drug will be 
guaranteed access to it at least 
until the final analysis. At that 
point, a positive result should 
provide adequate incentive to the 
company to continue develop¬ 
ment on its own while a negative 
result would steer patients to 
other alternatives.” 

Case of a small company 

ACTG 301 is an ongoing study 
of Memantine for AIDS demen¬ 
tia. The trial includes blinded 
drug or placebo for the first 16 
weeks and then includes period of 
12 weeks on the study drug. Be¬ 
cause the trial is accruing partici¬ 
pants slowly, some individuals 
have completed the trial and no 
longer have access to the drug. 

Study coordinators and partic¬ 
ipants from the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Los Angeles (UCLA) and 
the University of Kentucky 
brought this problem to the at¬ 
tention of the ACTG. Many of the 
participants were feeling better 
and some were even returning to 
work. Since there is no other drug 
for dementia, they expressed a de¬ 


sire to continue to have access to 
Memantine. 

Unfortunately there was no 
mechanism for these participants 
to continue to receive Memantine. 
They had completed the trial and 
there was only enough of the drug 
manufactured for the trial. On top 
of that the company had decided 
not to continue production of the 
formulation of the drug used in 
the trial. They would use the 
tablet formulation available in 
Europe for future trials. 

The company that makes Me¬ 
mantine in the United States is 
Neurobiologic Technologies Inc. 
(NTI), a small biotech company 
based in Richmond, California. 
Like many small start-up compa¬ 
nies they have 10 employees and 
do not have the resources to mon¬ 
itor an expanded access program. 
Lisa Carr, vice president of medical 
affairs for NTI, said this week that 
the company would produce 
enough Memantine “so all patients 
can continue for one year. Safety 
monitoring is a major concern.” 
Now that the company has agreed 
to supply the drug, the clinical trial 
team needs to amend the clinical 
trial to include a longer open label 
use of the drug. This should take a 
few months for all the regulatory 
hurdles but this appears to be a 
story with a happy ending. 

How do we overcome future 
problems of access to these drugs? 
It is clear the community, clinical 
trial investigators, the companies 
and the government must collab¬ 
orate to find a new mechanism to 
solve this troubling problem and 
assure access to all promising 
therapy. ▼

tionships. The first, begun in the 
early 1930s, was with research 
chemist Natalie Raymond. After 
they separated in 1939, Benedict 
became involved with clinical psy¬ 
chologist Ruth Valentine, with 
whom she lived until her death. 

Having found her identity, 
Benedict spent the rest of her pro¬ 
fessional life trying to justify ho¬ 
mosexuality, hypothesizing in her 
work that society, not nature, cre¬ 
ated the categories of “normal” and 
“abnormal.” The overarching 
theme of her masterpiece, Patterns 
of Culture (1934), was the struggle 
of the misfit individual against a re¬ 
pressive culture. Mead later wrote 


that her own exploration of “nor¬ 
mality” in Coming of Age in Samoa 
(1926) was “a question Ruth Bene¬ 
dict had taught me to ask.” 

Until her death in 1948, Bene¬ 
dict remained good friends and 
close colleagues with Mead. Soon 
after Benedict died, Mead began 
writing her mentor’s biography, 
An Anthropologist at Work , which 
took 10 years to complete and was 
published in 1959. Although Mead 
never acknowledged her own rela¬ 
tionships with women, in 1974 she 
wrote a positive article in Redbook 
magazine, arguing that bisexuali¬ 
ty be considered “creative.” The af¬ 
fair between Mead and Benedict 
became public knowledge when 
Mary Catherine Bateson disclosed 
it in her memoirs, published six 
years after her mother’s death. T

When you 
have nine or 10 refs, 
you don’t know where it’s 
coming from, you tend to 
stop and start.” By finals, 
though, things were a bit 
more spacious. “It was 
an excellent gym for 
the finals,” he said. 
“The floor and back- 
boards were great.” 

Johnson’s been 
shooting gay hoop for 11 years, 
“since before [Gay Games III in] 
Vancouver,” where the first team 
he played with won the gold. His 
team also won the silver at Gay 
Games IV in New York. 

A longstanding rivalry has been 
with another California Team, 
Long Beach. “We beat them in Van¬ 
couver, and they beat us in New 
York,” he said. “We really wanted to 
beat them, since they were quoted 
as saying that they were the best gay 
basketball team and were going for 
a repeat.” The Rockdogs proved 
otherwise, and defeated them 
again. With a 20-point lead. 

Doug McGlotten lived in Eu¬ 
rope as a military brat and played 
basketball since about eighth 
grade. “It’s not a very popular 
sport there,” he said. 

He’s been playing gay b-ball 
ever since moving to San Francis¬ 
co in 1992. 

McGlotten also played tennis, 
but his main focus was playing 
basketball with his team, the San 
Francisco Eagles. Along with the 
quadruple game set-up, McGlot¬ 
ten questioned the practice of 
using one timer clock for four 
games. “Nobody could stop play. 
It’s kind of hard to play that way.” 

Even so, they only lost one 
game, “so it wasn’t a problem with 
us. You just run right through.” 
Oh, those wacky Norwegian rules. 

Despite the difficulties, he had a 
good time. “Amsterdam was a 
whole lot friendlier than 1994’s Gay 
Games,” he said. “It’s a different 
space, a different atmosphere. New 
York was too loud all the time.” 

Chuck Martin played on what 


was called the “fun team,” aka the 
level-C Sea Lions (registered as 
the Crabs, but species changes 
were allowed, it seems). 

“We had only seven players,” 
Martin said. “It was very last 
minute. We didn’t expect to do 
well, but did it because we love the 
game.” They ended up finishing 3- 
3-1. “We actually had ties in nine 
out of 15 teams,” he said. 

Martin also played softball, 
and medaled at several track and 
field events after he late-regis¬ 
tered. His softball coach found 
out he was going, and Martin got 
recruited to the roster of “May¬ 
hem,” sponsored by the Lone Star 
team, which played valiantly in 
the gold medal game, but lost. 

Despite his hectic schedule, he 
made two of his four track and 
field events, took a silver in triple 
jump, but missed discus due to 
basketball. 

In spite of such enthusiasm 
and cross-event participation, 
Martin doesn’t call himself a seri¬ 
ous jock. “One guy won eight 
medals in track. Swimming usu¬ 
ally gets more medals. I saw some 
of them clanking all over Friend¬ 
ship Village! 

“The Federation is getting too 
PC,” said Martin, the former Seat¬ 
tle Gay News sportswriter. “When 
I first came out I played on the gay 
soccer team in Seattle. The coach’s 
philosophy was, ‘Everybody gets 
equal time.’ While he agrees with 
the philosophy, he noted a catch. 
“Then you get people complain¬ 
ing about equal time. If I’m sitting 
on the bench, that makes me 
wanna work harder to play more 
often.” 

In preparing for the new sea¬ 
son, gay b-ballers are planning a 
tournament, and have already 
gathered some sponsors together, 
like Golden Brand, clothing shop 
Rolo, and Fan Asylum (makers of 
tour T-shirts). They look forward 
to getting more backers. More help 
was provided by Chip Connelly, 
who helped hold events at Back- 
flip. “We raised a lot from them.” 

Connelly appreciated the Ams¬ 
terdam city government stepping 
in to cover the enormous debt. 
“For the past two games, I don’t 
think the organizers were pre¬ 
pared. I’m sure Amsterdam wasn’t 
ready for the number of people.”

Nevertheless, he found the cit¬ 
izens themselves helpful. “If 
you’re holding a map and looking 
lost, someone always comes up to 
help you.” 

Is he up for going down under 
to Sydney for Gay Games VI in 
2002? “It’ll depend on the sched¬ 
ule,” Connelly said. “I would say 
that it should stretch to two 
weeks. The facilities can’t accom¬ 
modate the numbers of people. 
Look what volleyball had to do. 
They were at seven different sites.” 

Yes, folks should start saving 


for Sydney as they pay off Ams¬ 
terdam. “I’ve talked to people who 
can’t go because of financial is¬ 
sues. But to say you can’t enter be¬ 
cause there’s no more room is 
sad,” said Connelly. 

Yet, he did have “a great time. 
It was nice to see the teams fall 
about where their skill level was. 
Despite very strange tournament 
rules, it all worked out very nicely 
in the end.” 

His favorite moment? Meeting 
fifty percent of the Japanese men’s 
team - “both of them.”T

Alexander Calder retrospective

T o most people who look at a mobile, it’s no 

more than a series of flat objects that move,” vision¬ 
ary American artist Alexander Calder commented in 
1957 while reflecting on his world-famous sculptural inven¬ 
tion. “To a few, though,” he added, “it may be poetry” Indeed, if viewed 
with eyes wide open and a sense of poetry, Calder’s three-dimensional art 
objects appear as rhymed couplets, love sonnets, or quirky limericks — 
stunning sculptures that construct visual verse from color and shape. 

Although Calder’s highly accessible style has made him one of the century’s 
best-known Modernist masters, two decades have passed since a proper 
overview of his artistic contribution has been mounted. Now, in celebration of 
the centenary of Calder’s birth, the San Francisco Museum of Modern Art is pre¬

There were a lot of 
hooks, clasps, and adjustable parts 
to our rented formalwear, and our 
experience has not generally been 
with the type of studs you put in 
your buttonhole. So our last gay 
nerves were already shot when we 
arrived at the press room in Davies 
Symphony Hall. As socialites 
snarfed caviar and guzzled cham¬ 
pers upstairs, the working press 
gathered downstairs to graze on 
Swedish meatballs and sip a dain¬ 
ty Napa white. We were busy con¬ 
tinually refastening our tie and 
cummerbund, linking our cuffs, 
and otherwise adjusting to the 
gala scene in the lovely company 
of our friends Leslie the Lesbian, 
impeccable in her tuxedo, and self- 
described “symphony guy” and 
BAR reviewer Philip Campbell, 
looking dapper as all get out. 

Then sacre bleu, we were flat¬ 
tered to be asked to contribute in 
our own small way to the launch 
of the new Gershwin Centennial 
website, by the San Francisco 
Symphony (SFS) in collaboration 
with Monarch Records. We sat 
down at a laptop and began, 
“Here we are in the Green Room, 
in real time,” and proceeded to 
blather on about the sound of a 
symphony orchestra and George 
Gershwin. You know, “”S Won¬ 
derful, ’S Marvelous, that SFS 
should care.” Basically the same 
sort of drivel we produce here, so 
that was easy enough. 

Imagine our discomfort, how¬ 
ever, when said website was pro¬ 
jected onto a large screen so that 
the assembled notables could get 
a sneak preview, and there, along 
with flashes of a quickie interview 
with comedian-socialite Robin 
Williams in the lobby (“It’s great 
here under the stairs”) and a few 
words of expertise from SFS mu¬ 
sicians, there we were, our mug 
snapped on the sly by a digital 
camera, our platitudinous drivel 
(“What pianist has never tried to 
wrap his hands around the oc¬ 
taves in Rhapsody In Blue?”) re¬ 
produced in billboard-sized type. 
We were suddenly ‘content 


providers’ — a term Laurie An¬ 
derson said last week sounds like 
it dates from the Chinese Cultur¬ 
al Revolution. 

Campbell reviews the concert 
elsewhere in these pages, 
but it’s left to us to bring 
you the grisly social 
details. We’re very 
sorry that after a few 
glasses of bubbly, 
disturbing aspects of 
our personality 

emerged. We found 
ourselves compli¬ 
menting an inno¬ 
cent photographer 
on the size of his 
aperture. When a 
socialite with an absolute hour¬ 
glass figure walked by, we quipped 
that some people’s figgers are 
more like an alarm clock. We re¬ 
marked indiscreetly that Tony 
Award-winner Audra McDon¬ 
ald’s cleavage, like Ewan McGre¬ 
gor’s appendage, deserved sepa¬ 
rate billing. Forgive us our tres¬ 
passes, and access the site at 
GershwinCentennial.com. 

King of Bigotry 

So sorry, we must also report 
some unpleasantness. We stopped 
watching aging clown Jerry 
Lewis and his annual Muscular 
Dystrophy Telethon cashfest years 
ago, and now we remember why. 
Out There correspondent Robert 
Julian was tuned in to the 
Telethon on Sunday evening of 
Labor Day weekend, at approxi¬ 
mately 11:10 p.m. Pacific Time, as 
Jerry joined an elderly male choral 
group that was singing a medley of 
old American standards. Lewis, at¬ 
tired in the group costume of 
powder blue sport coat and bow 
tie, mimed the lyrics of the songs 
in the midst of the chorus, while 
using his hands to approximate 
the movements of a conductor. 
Lewis’s over-the-top faux con¬ 
ducting took an unexpected turn 
when he raised the middle finger 
of his right hand and offered the 
camera a common, vulgar gesture 
most audience members would 
recognize. But the comedian’s an¬ 
tics did not stop there. 

As he continued to lip-synch 
the songs, Lewis turned to the 
chorus member on his left and 
mockingly strangled him on sev¬ 
eral occasions. After each strangu¬ 
lation episode, Lewis returned to 
his faux vocalizing. Then Lewis 
pointed to the elderly man he had 
been choking and mouthed the 
word “fag” in an unmistakable 
fashion. Gesturing wildly, Lewis 
then pointed to the chorus mem¬ 
ber on his other side, indicating 
that the two gentlemen were both 
homosexuals, possibly lovers. Im¬ 
mediately following this action, 
Lewis — with pursed lips — of¬ 
fered a display of derogatory, 
stereotypical camping generally 
used to demean and emasculate 
homosexual men.

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The Lady in Question' at Theatre Rhino 


Mild thing

he amusements are appre¬ 
ciable in Theatre Rhino’s 
rendering of The Lady in 
Question, running from mild to 
occasionally much more than 
that. The theater is opening its 
21st season with Charles Busch’s 
comedy, and that mildness often 
arises in the very places where you 
would expect much more than 
that. 

It is indeed a tricky art pulling 
off the kind of pop-culture send- 
ups that are Busch’s specialty, and 
The Lady in Question, more than 
Busch’s Vampire Lesbians of 
Sodom or Psycho Beach Party, calls 
for a delicate balance between the 
supporting sophistication and the 
gleeful juvenilia that regularly 
punctures it. 

While Busch threw his net 
wide in those earlier film paro¬ 
dies, for Lady in Question he fo¬ 
cused narrowly on anti-Nazi 
melodramas of the early ’40s that 
starred strong women and all- 
American fellows teaming against 


the Third Reich. Because he craft¬ 
ed it as a vehicle for himself, here 
the strong woman pretty much 
muscles the all-American fellow 
from center stage. 

Busch played Gertrude Gar¬ 
net, a self-centered international¬ 
ly famous concert pianist who fi¬ 
nally can’t help but take a stand 
against the Nazis. At Theatre 
Rhino, Doug Holsclaw plays this 
character, who is equal parts Joan 
Crawford, Norma Shearer, Greer 
Garson, and Ida Lupino. For 
Holsclaw, known for his non-drag 
performances at Theatre Rhino in 
Desk Set and The Last Hairdresser, 
the challenge is admirably em¬ 
braced, if not entirely conquered. 
Holsclaw does not appear to be 
born for drag, and this character’s 
humor needs a bravura turn that 
captures the scene-stealing allure 
of those original stars. 

The funniest moments in the 
production are often provided by 
several of the supporting players 
who are in tune with the Busch 
style. Alexis Lezin, as a professor’s 
daughter working with the resis¬ 
tance, is a sweet young woman

given to hilariously unexpected 
outbursts. Stephanie Taylor plays 
a famous actress being held by the 
Nazis with the wild-eyed emoting 
of a silent-film star. And Flynn De 
Marco all but steals the show as a 
horrid little girl who seems to 
have snuck in from The Bad Seed. 

Kim Larsen, James Wheeler, 
Robert Mackey, Paul Tena, and 
Deena Davenport all have their 
moments in the other roles, help¬ 
ing director Danny Scheie to sus¬ 
tain an amiable energy that keeps 
the audience satisfied, if not al¬ 
ways in stitches. ▼

T here are innies and outies in 
this world: people who 
laugh on the inside and peo¬ 
ple who laugh on the outside. 
Mostly, I’m an innie. Maybe it has 
something to do with being a crit¬ 
ic. Maybe it has something to do 
with toilet training. But for two 
hours at least I crossed over to the 
other side. There are no innies at a 
performance of Fool Moon. 

ACT is opening its season with 
this sublime lunacy concocted by 
Bill Irwin and David Shiner, who 
have twice brought it to Broadway 
in recent years. From the opening 
moments with Shiner imperson¬ 
ating a latecomer trying to bully 
several bona fide ticket-holders 
from their seats and Irwin battling 
an unnaturally obstreperous cur¬ 
tain and microphone, the Geary 
Theater rocked with so much 
laughter that I wondered if the 
folks next door at The Phantom of 
the Opera could hear it. 

Basically, Irwin and Shiner are 
mimes, but before you slam these 
pages shut, be advised that these 
are mimes with an edge. They are 
also clowns, but don’t think Ring¬ 
ing Brothers. While there is a clas¬ 
sic cast to what they do, there is 
also a contemporary resonance 
that keeps it from feeling musty 
or, worse, precious. 

The audience helps a lot by 
getting into the act. Or more pre¬ 
cisely, by being dragged into the 
act. Shiner is the duo’s specialist in 
working with members of the au¬ 
dience, and the interaction has 
something of the feel of a thrill 
ride. How far can he take it with¬ 
out getting into real danger? 
There was a hint of that danger on 
opening night when he chose a 
particularly aggressive child for 
one scene, and Shiner basically 
had to back down, but a couple of 
other children and numerous 
adult “volunteers” allowed their 
personalities to be purloined for 
the greater comic good. •

The mellower humor is often 
provided by Irwin in his scenes 
alone or in several sketches with 
Shiner, when they provide a need¬ 
ed break from the raucous good 
times. Irwin’s rubber face and 
quick-change talents get show¬ 
cased in a Harlequin pantomime, 
and then in a sketch with Shiner 
about two competitive com¬ 
muters waiting for a train, they 
make their bodies do intriguingly 
elastic things. The onstage Red 
Clay Ramblers offer polished mu¬ 
sical accompaniment and occa¬ 
sional sound effects, and also 
work as effective deadpan foils for 
Irwin and Shiner’s shenanigans. 

There aren’t many laughs ex¬ 
pected in ACT’s next offering, the 
Greek tragedy Hecuba, but Fool 
Moon has more than enough to 
make up for that. Indeed, current 
affairs would seem to make this a 
good time to be stockpiling laugh¬ 
ter. The joke’s on us, but at least in 
Fool Moon, we’re happy about it. T

'Titus!' at Yerba Buena Gardens 

Shakespearean slasher

v-. urder, mutilation, and 
rape are just for starters 
in Titus Andronicus. In 
the final scene of Shakespeare’s 
play, the title character serves his 
banquet guests a pie made from 
the flesh of his enemies, leading 
to still more sadism and death. It 
is, as they say, a bit much, and 
any theater company daring to 
stage Titus Andronicus must deal 
with the real possibility of deri¬ 
sive laughter. 

The man who successfully 
made a merry musical of Medea, 
which itself is something of a 
downer in its original form, is 
now having fun with the most 
horrific of all of Shakespeare’s 
plays. “It’s totally outrageous,” 
John Fisher said of the play be¬ 
fore he got hold of it. “Shake¬ 
speare didn’t miss a trick. I mean, 
it’s a real slasher epic.” 

Fisher’s exceedingly loose 
adaptation of the play that some 
Shakespeare aficionados have 
tried to attribute to someone — 
anyone — else is now running 
outdoors at Yerba Buena Gardens 
under the title Titus! “The action 
takes place all around the audi¬ 
ence,” Fisher said. “There’s lots of 
running and screaming, and 
there are golf carts and bicycles 
and guns. It’s like Ben-Hur.” 

Not much of Shakespeare’s 
original dialogue remains, 
though familiar snippets from 
his other plays are sprinkled 
throughout a production that 
also features show tunes along 
with the battle scenes. Yet the 
basic plot of the play is intact. 
“People keep asking me, ‘Is this

from the original?’ They think I 
made it up,” Fisher said. “No, all 
the gore and stuff is Shake¬ 
speare’s.” 

It wasn’t Fisher’s idea to take 
on the tale of power politics in 
ancient Rome, ^ario Garcia 
Durham, the Performing Arts 
Curator at the Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter, pitched the idea to Fisher for 
the Center’s annual outdoor pro¬ 
duction of Shakespeare. “He just 
thought it was a good match, 
what with all the blood and gore 
and sex and kinky interpersonal 
relationships,” Fisher said. “But 
there hasn’t been anyone breath¬ 
ing over my shoulder making 
sure I stick to the text or any¬ 
thing. So in a way, it’s very much 
my own thing.” 

Camp from campus 

Fisher usually comes up with 


his own ideas. Working out of the 
theater department at UC Berke¬ 
ley, where he is a Ph.D. candidate 
and part-time instructor, Fisher 
has written, directed and often 
appeared in a series of campy 
musicals. The Joy of Gay Sex and 
Medea, the Musical were campus 
hits that found their ways to San 
Francisco for commercial runs. 
His most recent production was 
Combat!, a gays-in-the-military 
play that had a run at the Victoria 
Theatre earlier this year. 

Combat! had a lot of laughs, 
but it also had a serious side. 
Fisher’s next project promises to 
be his most serious yet. “It’s 
about Jews in Eastern Europe in 
the ’40s and ’50s, but it’s not your 
typical Holocaust kind of thing,” 
he said. “There’s this whole hid¬ 
den history of Jewish resistance 
during World War II. But there 
will be playful elements, other¬ 
wise it would just be too depress¬ 
ing as a piece of theater.” 

On the other hand, Titus!, 
which is basically for fun, has a 
serious side. “ Titus Andronicus is 
essentially a play about a civiliza¬ 
tion that is anything but,” Fisher 
said. “So in a way, this is a 
metaphor for any big city, and I 
figured performing it outside is a 
great opportunity to comment 
on the underlying barbarity of 
civilization.” 

Does Fisher think audiences 
will actually pick up on that? “Oh, 
probably not,” he said. “They’ll just 
probably respond to all the scream¬ 
ing and throat-slitting. I don’t 
know if they’ll get all the deep, rich 
subtext that I’m after.” T 


Titus! will have performances 
at 7 p.m. Fridays and 
Saturdays through Sept. 27 at 
the Yerba Buena Gardens.

i he Bay Area is home to 
some extraordinary solo 
performers, artists who 
challenge the notion that theatre 
requires bare boards, two actors, 
and a passion. Passion is some¬ 
thing our solo virtuosi have in 
quantity. In past years, the annual 
Solo Mio Festival offered a profu¬ 
sion of performances — so many, 
in fact, that it was impossible to 
see them all, and we wanted to see 
them all. This year, the festival of¬ 
fers fewer performers but longer 
runs, so it will be possible to enjoy 
each performer without worrying 
about what else is happening at 
the same time. There will be an 
additional festival in the Spring, 
once again with extended runs by 
fewer performers. This fall, we can 
enjoy some artists of exceptional 
craft, and an abundance of that 
necessary passion. 

Sean San Jos£ is the driving 
force behind Pieces of the Quilt, a 
collection of short plays written 
by some of the best playwrights of 
our time, all in response to AIDS. 
In this incarnation, San Jose pre¬ 
mieres all new pieces, by notable 
theatre artists including Rhodessa 
Jones, Danny Scheie, and Maria 
Irene Fornes. Performances bene¬ 
fit the Artist Alliance Against 
AIDS and the Barbie Stein 
Memorial Fund, a fund for 
emerging playwrights named for 
the late Barbie Stein, a member of 
our community who 
worked tirelessly for the 
arts and for PWAs.

Diane Torr brings her own brand 
of gendertainment in Drag Kings 
and Subjects, a deconstruction of 
Sylvia, a white, middle-aged 
woman who becomes Danny 
King. Danny has a desire to dress 
in women’s clothes and becomes 
Dolores, a transvestite cabaret 
singer. I suspect that the term gen- 
derbender is a serious understate¬ 
ment when it comes to Diane 
Torr. Drag Kings runs September 
30-October 3 at the Bayfront. 

Brenda Wong Aoki premieres 
Uncle Gunjiro's Girlfriend, the 
story of the first legal interracial 
marriage in the United States. The

play tells the story of Aoki’s 
great-uncle, who fell in love with 
Gladys Emery. The union result¬ 
ed in death threats to the couple 
and loss of citizenship. Gladys 
Aoki was able to regain 
her citizenship when 
she changed her name 
to Oakie, but during the 
war Oakie family mem¬ 
bers were forced into 
hiding and passed as 
Caucasian. Aoki will be 
honored with the sixth 
annual Solo Mio 
Award for Excel¬ 
lence at the Octo¬ 
ber 10 perfor¬ 
mance. Uncle runs October 10-11 
at Yerba Buena Center, 701 Mis¬ 
sion, near 3rd St. 

The write way 

Solo Mio also celebrates the 
work of students in the Writers 
Who Act workshop. Craig Landry 
told me he had been “an actor 
who danced. I had done 
stilt-walking and street theatre, 
and I’d done lots of commercial 
work, but I missed doing my own 
work.” The Way We Are is his third 
solo piece, and in this effort he 
plays an eccentric gay priest who 
thinks he’s close to God because 
he sins, and two men who meet 
after being phone friends for 
years. A series of misadventures 
leads to triangulation of the ro¬ 
mantic kind.

In the face of devastating per¬ 
sonal tragedy, Anna Ernstthal had 
to “deal with it or go mad. I did a 
little of both.” In The Art Widow, 
Ernstthal explores “the triumph 
over despair that confirms the 
value of life.” She explains that 
“life is a slanted piano. We keep 
sliding up and down the keys, 
from the high notes that are 
comic to the low notes that are 
tragic. A full life,” she insists, “is a 
song that includes all the notes.” 

When she was in graduate 
school, Janet Thornburg took a 
class on Willa Cather. “I had this 
image of her as a strong woman, 
and I liked her books. Her letters, 
though, revealed a mean charac¬ 
ter.” Thornburg wanted to do 
something around Cather, but 
was rapidly losing interest in writ¬ 
ing a play about so “ornery” a 
character. A trip to the annual 
Willa Cather conference in Red 
Cloud, Nebraska gave her the 
hook she needed to write.

straightforward answers in the 
1956 libel suit against a London 
gossip columnist.

hen Oscar Wilde was ac¬ 
cused of “posing as a 
sodomite,” he sued for 
slander. Not only did he lose his 
case, he was soon convicted of and 
jailed for behaving as a sodomite.

When Liberace was accused of

being a “winking, sniggering, 
snuggling, chromium-plated, 
scent-impregnated, luminous, 
quivering, giggling, fruit-flavored, 
mincing, ice-covered heap of 
mother love,” he sued for libel. He 
won the case, and his career flour¬ 
ished until the disease that he 
feared would finally brand him as 
a homosexual ended his life. 

Moises Kaufman, the author of 


Gross Indecency: The Three Trials 
of Oscar Wilde, portrays Wilde as a 
victim of Victorian hypocrisy and, 
despite his doomed denials of ho¬ 
mosexuality, as the first martyr to 
what someday would be known as 
gay rights. 

F. Allen Sawyer, the author of 
Gross Indulgences: The Trials of 
Liberace, portrays his subject pret¬ 
ty much as a winking, sniggering, 
snuggling, chromium-plated, 
scent-impregnated, luminous, 
quivering, giggling, fruit-flavored, 
mincing, ice-covered heap of 
mother love. 

Sawyer came up with the idea 
to revisit Liberace’s life, and espe¬ 
cially his legal efforts to avoid the 
gay label, when he was working 
the box office during the San 
Francisco run of Gross Indecency. 
The dramatized documentary ap¬ 
proach that Kaufman used in his 
Wilde play is parodied in Sawyer’s * 
version, and a knowledge of the 
earlier work sharpens that joke, 
but it isn’t necessary in order to get 
something out of the Liberace tale. 

Gross Indulgences is not a one- 
joke play. There are insights into 
how society so easily tormented 
those who did not play by the 
rules of masculinity, and to what 
lengths an entertainer felt the need 
to fabricate the appearance of het¬ 
erosexual interests. And while it 
may not have been on Sawyer’s 
mind, the play demonstrates the

Poetry slam

' V" he wandering Portuguese 

I poet Manoel Maria Du 
Bocage wrote extravagantly 
of passion and its many rewards. 
His 17th-century sonnets flaunt¬ 
ed the religious and moral taboos 
of the times in their praise of 
same-sex love, auto-eroticism, 
and unrestrained sensuality. 
Somewhat predictably, Bocage 
traveled the world from Brazil to 
Africa to China, dying penniless at 
the age of 40. Yet his poetry re¬ 
mains, as a celebration of the sen¬ 
sual and a tribute to the Por¬ 
tuguese language. 

Bocage: The Triumph of Love is 
director Djalma Limongi Batista’s 


attempt to turn Portuguese poet¬ 
ry into cinema, and the result is a 
lush but rather obtuse work. 
Bocage is portrayed by the hand¬ 
some Victor Wagner, who travels 
the 17th-century world telling 
stories and reciting poetry. The 
film alternates between a symbol¬ 
ic recreation of the poet’s person¬ 
al journey and visual representa¬ 
tions of his poems. Art director 
Bruno Testore Schmidt creates a 
cinematic palette that is some¬ 
where between Fellini and Pasoli¬ 
ni. And Lino Villaventura’s wild 
costumes draw heavily upon reli¬ 
gious and pagan mythology, 
much of it erotic. However, stun¬ 
ning international locales do not 
quite compensate for the ram¬ 
bling, halting pace of the film. 


In rather stentorian tones, the 
actors recite Portuguese poetry, 
with English subtitles that appear 
in blank verse. At the bottom of 
the screen, the Anglo viewer dis¬ 
covers lines like, “I’m dying of 
love, dissolving in cum,” or “You, 
Lucrecia, for all your airs, your 
pussy has honor not.” Clearly, 
some things get lost in transla¬ 
tion. V

Touch of Evil 

M Arts cover 

In Touch of Evil's 40-year his¬ 
tory, it’s gone from being barely 
noticed upon release to a cult sta¬ 
tus that has some critics placing it 
above Welles’ debut effort, Citizen 
Kane. It’s been revered by all the 
Nouvelle Vague folks, and Curtis 
Hanson credits it as the inspira¬ 
tion for L.A. Confidential (though 
assuredly not for that film’s sappy 
ending). Many noir devotees have 
proclaimed it the last great gasp of 
that genre, while others view it as 
a camp masterpiece, whose nu¬ 
merous instances of unregenerate 
sleaze and deadpan dialogue 
(chiefly between Welles and a sly 
Marlene Dietrich all done up in 
Golden Earrings drag) provoke 
hearty, appreciative laughter. (In 
any case, it was Welles’ last Holly¬ 
wood film. The former boy won¬ 
der was all of 42.) 

Now, thanks to a rediscovered 
58-page memo by Welles in re¬ 
sponse to the original studio ver¬ 
sion, and the efforts of editor Wal¬ 
ter Murch and re-edit producer 
Rick Schmidlin, we have what can 
pretty accurately be called “the di¬ 
rector’s cut.” Clocking in at 111 
minutes (approximately 15 min¬ 
utes more than the 1958 96- 
minute release, which also fea¬ 
tured footage added by the stu¬ 
dio), this Touch of Evil gives us a 
clearer, more trenchant version of 
exactly what Welles had in mind. 

Breathtaking clip 

The justifiably famous open¬ 


ing, a three-minute-plus tracking 
shot boasting mind-boggling 
crane work, is now shorn of cred¬ 
its (though frankly, I always 
thought they added to the film’s 
trashy allure). The brutal, en¬ 
trancing interrogation scene in 
the bomb suspect’s apartment — 
really one long, remarkably fluid 
take — now proceeds at a breath¬ 
taking clip that leaves you ques¬ 
tioning just what you’ve witnessed 
and what you might have missed. 

Perhaps most importantly, the 
audio has been altered, per Welles’ 
instructions, to sound as convinc¬ 
ing as possible. Read: bad. Thus, 
music being piped outdoors onto 
a busy street or coming in over a 
cheap speaker in a third-rate 
motel room sounds every bit as 
tinny and distorted as in real life. 
The score, by a young Henry 
Mancini, manages with Welles’ in¬ 
fluence to be both jarring and 
haunting, cheap and evocative, all 
at the same time, especially the pi¬ 
anola theme devised for Tanya 
(Dietrich). 

In truth, the rerelease of Touch 
of Evil is more an occasion for film 
and Welles buffs. Despite the 50 or 
so changes here, those only casu¬ 
ally acquainted with the film won’t 
notice that much of a difference. 
However, Welles’ Hollywood swan 
song is hugely enjoyable on its 
own terms, whether epic opus or 
kitsch classic. The script, which 
underwent a ferocious rewrite by 
the director and star, is a constant, 
downbeat delight, full of loaded 
quips and inspired bits of comic 
business — plus the supporting 
cast is a marvel. Besides Dietrich

and McCambridge, the roll call of 
flamboyant eccentrics includes 
Joseph Calleia (whose perfor¬ 
mance gives the film its tragic 
edge), Akim Tamiroff, Dennis 
Weaver, Ray Collins, Joseph Cot- 
ten, Joi Lansing, Zsa Zsa Gabor, 
Harry Shannon, Valentin de Var¬ 
gas, and Keenan Wynn. With such 
a cast of characters, one suspects 
that poor Mike and Susie, eager as 
they are to flee north, are going to 
find Philadelphia something of a 
letdown. ▼

Bristling with energy

< \ he weekend LINES Contem¬ 
porary Ballet (then LINES, A 
H Dance Company) made its 
company debut sixteen years ago, 
I was already several days past the 
expected arrival date for my son. I 
restlessly moved from watching 
out front to fussing with costumes 
backstage. Artistic Director Alon¬ 
zo King was undoubtedly sharing 
the same anxieties, labor pains, 
and ultimately, satisfactions that 
giving birth to new life, biological 
or artistic, produces. 

Now that I have an adolescent 
on the verge of getting his driver’s 
license, I wonder how Mr. King feels 
about his “teenage” dance compa¬ 
ny. I see LINES as a company that 
survived its early years (there’s a 
high infant company mortality in 


the dance world), has grown 
tremendously between ten and fif¬ 
teen, and is now bristling with en¬ 
ergy and hope for the future. As 
other established companies settle 
into middle or old age with a cer¬ 
tain gracious complacency, LINES 
has hit its stride, and should be 
thinking of new possibilities. 

Last Friday night, LINES 
opened its 17th season with two 
premieres and a piece from the 
repertory. First on the program 
was an excerpt from MAP, origi¬ 
nally commissioned by the North 
Carolina Dance Theater to Arvo 
Part’s Fratres. Each of the two parts 
is a pas de deux. The two couples, 
Maurya Kerr with Gregory Daw¬ 
son and Melanie Henderson with 
Brian Chung, danced beautifully 
on a technical level. While the 
choreography was very dense and 
intense, intriguing at times, I 


found myself feeling weary as the 
partners struggled with each other, 
leaning, dragging, manipulating 
feet and legs. It could have used 
some contrasting lightness, effort¬ 
lessness, expansiveness. And if not, 
through artistic choice, at least 
some breathing room. 

The next piece, String Quartet, 
to Pawel Szymanski’s String Quar¬ 
tet for Five Instruments, I think is 
one of King’s best compositions. 
When it premiered in 1995,1 was 
struck by how he had found a new 
choreographic structure for his 
work. There was an integration of 
solo and partnering work with the 
ensemble that he hadn’t used be¬ 
fore. And the ensemble work itself 
has a clarity of statement. While 
the newer members to the com¬ 
pany are wonderfully strong 
dancers, I found that the veterans 
still are the ones I watch. Debra 
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Ryan Brooke Taylor of Alonzo King's LINES Contemporary Ballet 


Rose, in an often humorous pas de 
deux with newcomer Xavier Ferla, 
demonstrated a true understand¬ 
ing of the movement, filled the 
smallest gestures with detailed 
nuance, and used her face to show 
a range of expressions. 

In a pas de trois with Chung 
and Ryan Brooke Taylor, Nora 
Heiber used her impish playfulness 
to excellent effect. She made the 
technically intricate choreography 
seem simple with a bemused smile 
or a tilt of her head. Summer Lee 
Rhatigan’s machete-sharp attack 
sliced the air and light around her. 
Even at lightning speed, she man¬ 
ages to introduce a rubato into the 
tempo of the steps, hanging onto 
an arabesque or passe for the split 
second that shapes the choreogra¬ 
phy to her own vision. 

‘Who Dressed You...’ 

Since 1994, when King collabo¬ 
rated with Pharoah Sanders to cre¬ 
ate Ocean, LINES has established a 
tradition of commissioning origi¬ 
nal scores with great success. In ad¬ 
dition to Sanders, Bernice Johnson 
Reagon, Miguel Frasconi, and 
Hamza el Din have composed for 
the company. This season is no ex¬ 
ception, with Zakir Hussain pro¬ 
viding the music for the newest 
work, Who Dressed You Like a For¬ 
eigner?, choreographed by King. 

Halfway into the “overture,” 
Zakir had the audience in his hand. 
As a virtuoso classical tabla player, 
he had me convinced that there 
were at least two other musicians 
playing with him. The dancers had 
no choice but to rise to the occasion, 


and they did. By the end of the fifth 
section, I could feel the audience’s 
excitement, the air was charged. The 
men’s dancing was particularly 
powerful, despite some less than 
meticulous ensemble work. The 
final section, entitled Mother, could 
have been a separate piece, music 
being the only link to the preceding 
parts. Engagingly performed by Ma¬ 
rina Hotchkiss and Yannis Adoniou, 
it reminded me of King’s Gurdieff 
and Sacred Text. 

It has been said that music 
composers don’t really change 
their style significantly from piece 
to piece. With the exception of 
Beethoven and Stravinsky, they 
tend to write the same piece over 
and over again in different forms 
and with different instrumenta¬ 
tion. That is one reason why pro¬ 
gramming for symphony orches¬ 
tras is such an art. So now that 
LINES has come of age, maybe 
the programming could begin 
branching out, just as I could let 
my son out from under my wing. 
With an occasional guest choreo¬ 
grapher to provide some variety, 
everyone would benefit. The 
dancers would have a chance to 
explore new movement territory, 
King would get a much-needed 
break from sixteen years of non¬ 
stop work, and the audience 
would get to see how versatile the 
LINES dancers are. ▼

he San Francisco Opera’s 
opening weekend, with Puc¬ 
cini’s Turandot last Friday 
and Strauss’s Arabella on Saturday, 
was a surprisingly low-keyed 
event. Perhaps the folks who usu¬ 
ally enlivened the festivities with 
their sartorial silliness — or even 
elan — are waiting for the parties 
surrounding the upcoming pre¬ 
miere of A Streetcar Named Desire. 
With a disgraceful performance of 
Turandot, and a shockingly sparse 
audience for Arabella, the season 
has started with what can only be 
described as a stumble. 

One of the great Turandots in 
SF Opera history was the late 
Leonie Rysanek, who sang the role 
here in 1957 (as BAR critic 
Stephanie von Buchau notes in 
her wonderful article in the pro¬ 
gram, “Remembering Leonie 
Rysanek”). Rysanek’s widower, 
Ernst Gausmann, was at this sea¬ 
son’s opening, which was dedicat¬ 
ed to the Viennese soprano’s 
memory. It is a sad commentary 
on Friday’s performance that see¬ 
ing Gausmann during the second 
intermission was the most 
poignant part of the evening. By 
the same token, the complete ab¬ 
sence of any eroticism on stage 
meant the only juicy moment all 
night was spotting ice skating 
great Brian Boitano in the audi¬ 
ence. A Turandot which conveys 
neither the intense sexual mag¬ 
netism between the eponymous 
Ice Princess and Calaf, nor Liu’s 
pathos, is a Turandot without a 
reason to exist. 

In the title role, soprano 
Gabriele Schnaut was thrilling in 
the few bars beginning “Ecco! E 
Ivra! E Vora della prova!” right be¬ 
fore the final scene. Otherwise, 
her loud voice was too shrill, too 
off-pitch, and too monochromat¬ 
ic. At her first curtain call, there 
was absolutely no swell in the ap¬ 
plause. Debuting soprano Svetla 
Vassileva also suffered from an 
abundance of pitch problems, se¬ 
verely undercutting her portrayal 
of Liu. She demonstrated an abil¬ 
ity to hold pianissimi notes for a 
long period of time, regardless of 
their musical or dramatic appro¬ 
priateness. But her phrasing was 
choppy, and she did not seem to 
know how the music and words 
fit together to convey Liu’s emo¬ 
tions. The audience rather liked 
her, though the loudest applause 


tion, designed by Peter Rice and 
staged by David Edwards, was at¬ 
tractive and, with the exception 
of too much forced humor in Act 
I, served the opera and the per¬ 
formers wonderfully. It was a joy 
to see. 

The singers, alas, were not at 
such an exalted level, though so¬ 
prano Mary Mills as Zdenka was 
awfully close. She was constantly 
enchanting, her beautiful, clear 
voice lacking only that final bit of 
ecstatic shimmer at the very top 
to be a perfect Zdenka. In the 
title role, soprano Janice Watson 
tried hard, but her by-the-book 
portrayal never engaged my 
heart, and her voice tended to¬ 
ward harshness. Mezzo Judith 
Forst was an engaging Adelaide, 
but Laura Claycomb’s coloratura 
displayed a surprising lack of top 
for someone singing the Fiaker- 
milli. 

The men, too, were generally 
not up to their roles, though de¬ 
buting baritone Donald McIn¬ 
tyre marshaled his dwindling 
vocal resources to create an in¬ 
teresting Count Waldner. Other¬ 
wise “inadequate” is the kindest 
way to describe baritone Franz 
Grundheber’s debut as Mandry- 
ka, tenor David Kuebler’s Matteo, 
and Stuart Skelton’s Elemer. ▼

spectable performance, with the 
orchestra and SFO music direc¬ 
tor Donald Runnicles gathering 
top honors. Thanks to Runnicles’ 
affectionate conducting (which 
was always considerate of the 
singers), every act emerged as 
one long seamless arch, sprinkled 
with thousands of instrumental 
colors and details. The produc- 


was reserved for tenor Richard 
Margison’s “Nessun dorma.” It 
was the evening’s best singing. 

With his secure pitch and solid 
technique, Margison is a depend¬ 
able singer. Unfortunately, he 
sounded like a WASP gentleman 
singing hymns in church on Sun¬ 
day morning. What the heroic 
role of Calaf needs is not re¬ 
spectability but an abundance of 
vocal testosterone, the very com¬ 
modity Margison’s voice lacks. 

On more than one occasion, 
conductor Marco Armiliato was 
still lingering over a phrase while 
the singers, or chorus, had run out 
of breath. Since my seat was next 
to the left wall of the auditorium 
under the boxes, the orchestra ap¬ 
peared to consist of one piccolo, a 
xylophone, and a couple of bass 
fiddles. It was a novel conception 
of the score, probably due more to 
quirky acoustics than Armiliato’s 
view of Puccini’s instrumentation. 
Perhaps it was also acoustics that 
made Ping, Pang, and Pong (Earle 
Patriarco, Dennis Petersen, and 
Matthew Lord) sound so ragged. 

David Hockney’s much- 
praised production still treats the 
opera like a cartoon, putting 
Mouseketeer hats on some of the 
characters and forcing Turandot 
to make her Act II entrance on the 
same level as the peasants. The 


one time the production works 
dramatically is at the very end, 
when Turandot and Calaf stand 
side by side, their identical long, 
red trains melding into one giant 
swath of brilliant color. 

Affectionate conducting 

Fortunately, the next 
evening’s Arabella was a re- 
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melody, and originality, eternally 
the music of a young man. Who 
could be a more charming advo¬ 
cate than the very fellow who can 
tell stories of a teenaged George 
supplying music cues for his 
grandparents’, the Thomashef- 
skys’, Yiddish Theater show? 

The fourth season in the 
MTT/SFS marriage will be taking 
some serious turns in future 
weeks, but the brilliance of open¬ 
ing night and the wonders of 
Gershwin’s complex genius will be 
replayed: the program is to be 
broadcast from Carnegie Hall for 
PBS’s Great Performances, and the 
concert recorded for an upcoming 
double compact disc collection. ▼ 


Strike up the band 

SF Symphony opens with Gershwin

I H ost first nights have a lot 
more to do with the audi- 
i I ence than the performers 
on stage. So leave it to Michael 
Tilson Thomas to come up with 
an opening gala that could satisfy 
the musical tastes and egos of just 
about everybody in the hall, no 
matter where they were. 

MTT would never let the so¬ 
cialites upstage him, nor would he 
permit musical standards to slide 
for the sake of a mere party; his 
happy programming solution 
even managed to commemorate 
the centennial of an old family 
friend, George Gershwin. The 
lively concert ran the gamut from 
Tin Pan Alley to the Met, and al¬ 
lowed for star turns from guest 
artists, orchestral soloists and, 
naturally, the maestro himself. 

The audience could still preen 
before and after the show, but 
Symphony openings generally ex¬ 
hibit a certain level of restraint, 
and really wretched excess is saved 
for first night at the Opera. Heav¬ 
en help the artist trying to be 
heard at that Circus Maximus! 
Tilson Thomas managed to tame 
his spectators from the first 
strains of the Overture to Of Thee 
I Sing to a clap-along final encore, 
“Strike Up the Band,” and every 
year’s mandatory balloon drop. 

It is amazing that critics and 
audiences still debate the inclu¬ 
sion of George Gershwin in the 
pantheon of great American com¬ 
posers, but Tilson Thomas is 
blithely unconcerned, showcasing 
his hero with all the honor due an 
unquestioned master and per¬ 
forming the work with the relish 
bestowed on personal favorites. 


The results are persuasive, even 
when the hyperbole gets breath¬ 
less (comparisons to Berg and 
Messiaen — oh, my!). Still, if any¬ 
one is likely to persuade you that 
the Second Rhapsody for Orches¬ 
tra with Piano is every bit as im¬ 
portant as the first (the Rhapsody 
in Blue), it would be MTT, 
pounding his way through the 
fascinating byways of a younger 
Manhattan, then leaping from the 
keyboard to conduct the band 
feverishly. 

Following on that remarkable 
display, two stars from the Broad¬ 
way smash Ragtime, Tony 
Award-winner Audra McDonald 
and nominee Brian Stokes 
Mitchell, took center stage to 
enact Scenes from Porgy and Bess 
vividly. Orchestral interludes 
from the opera were used as 
bridges by Tilson Thomas and, if 
encounter with Gershwin’s mag¬ 
num opus is wonderful, the over¬ 
all impression of the medley was 
sort of lop-sided. 

The impossibly attractive and 
talented vocal duet lent a degree 
of involvement and stage savvy to 
“Bess, You Is My Woman Now” 
that literally stopped the show, 
and when McDonald soared 
through her opening “Summer¬ 
time,” she displayed all the right 
hints of grand opera and the 
Great White Way. 

Extracting connective passages 
from such a pictorial and volumi¬ 
nous score proved problematic. 
MTT should have availed himself 
more fully of his remarkable 
co-stars. Porgy is known for fabu¬ 
lous songs, after all, and the busy 
tone-painting from the scene 
changes only slowed the pace and 
excluded too many of the classic 
“hits.”

After intermission, the sleek, 
chic, and seemingly ageless mezzo 
Frederica von Stade joined her 
buddy MTT at the piano for a 
swift medley of favorite Gershwin 
standards. In good voice and ob¬ 
viously good spirits, von Stade 
breezed her way through two up¬ 
tempo numbers and two ballads. 
When, looking terrific in a black 
pantsuit and floor-length scarlet 
evening coat, she sat down and 
launched into a slow and reflec¬ 
tive “The Man I Love,” it was easy 
to see why “Flicka” stays close to 
the heart of her conductor and 
local audiences. 

Tilson Thomas closed the con¬ 
cert with the same choice he made

for his first season opener — the 
brash, sexy An American in Paris. 
It is pure Gershwin: all rhythm, 
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Calder show 
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forms — wire constructions, mo¬ 
biles and stabiles — that beauti¬ 
fully merge scientific phenomena, 
aesthetic joy, and most vitally, the 
endless potentials of movement. 

Initially organized by the Na¬ 
tional Gallery of Art in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., and receiving its only 
other showing at SFMOMA, this 
generous exhibition contains 
nearly 250 Calder works, many of 
which have never before been on 
public display. SFMOMA chief 
curator Gary Garrels has intelli¬ 
gently reassembled the retrospec¬ 
tive on the museum’s fourth and 
fifth floors, though with some 
crowding of objects on the sun¬ 
drenched upper level. Arranged 
more or less chronologically, the 
exhibition traces Calder’s gradual, 
seemingly predestined progres¬ 
sion from earnest if unremarkable 
painter and wood sculptor to 
three-dimensional dynamo whose 
fertile imagination was well- 
matched by his ceaseless produc¬ 
tivity. Calder produced 300 enor¬ 
mous outdoor site-specific sculp¬ 
tures, 1,500 pieces of jewelry, and 
hundreds of additional works 
throughout his long career. 

Or is “career” the wrong word 
when speaking of this artist? 
Calder stumbled into success by 
fooling around in his studio with 
doodads and a pair of pliers. Born 
in Philadelphia, trained as a me¬ 
chanical engineer yet equally in¬ 
terested in tinkering with toys, 
Calder attended art school in the 
early 1920s and developed an ad¬ 
equate talent for street-scene 


paintings and an advanced one 
for delicate, humorous drawings 
of animals and the circus (a life¬ 
long, three-ring obsession). 

Like so many of his creative 
contemporaries, Calder struck out 
for Paris in the mid-’20s and ben¬ 
efited from the city’s cultural lib¬ 
eration. Influenced by the aesthet¬ 
ics — if not the theoretical basis 
— of surrealism, as well as by pre- 
Colombian, African and American 
folk art, Calder began to cultivate 
his mature style. Using unbroken 
bits of wire essentially to draw in 
space, Calder constructed won¬ 
derful, free-floating portraits of 
Calvin Coolidge, Medusa, Her¬ 
cules, Kiki de Montparnasse, and 
Jimmy Durante, among other no¬ 
tables. 

Spatial complexity 

After visiting painter Piet 
Mondrian’s Parisian studio, 
Calder transformed Mondrian’s 
geometric canvases into three di¬ 
mensions, adding a remarkable 
spatial complexity to his carefully 
arranged abstractions. Dada 
provocateur Marcel Duchamp 
soon coined the term “mobile” for 
Calder’s oscillating sculptures. 
Moved by small motors or by the 
wind, Calder’s mobiles dangled in 
space and elegantly usurped the 
suddenly labored stasis of so 
much conventional sculpture. 
Later works — including constel¬ 
lation assemblages which rest on 
tabletops or hang from walls, and 
musical gongs in which hammers 
randomly strike metal plates sus¬ 
pended from wires — confirmed 
Calder’s ability to apply intricate¬ 
ly engineering to works of art.

eware the Ides of Septem¬ 
ber: As Clinton continues 
his Grand Apology Tour, 
most Americans are glued to their 
screens. Between the Starr Report 
and the Drudge Report, who 
needs Hard Copy (when you could 
be enjoying a good cigar) and In¬ 
side Edition (perhaps only 
Mark McGwire could 
get to fourth base in 
the Oval Office)? 

News bytes sound like 
clips from the Playboy 
Channel. 

Season premieres 
hover in the net¬ 
work wings 
while the 
Monica and 
Bill show dom¬ 
inates every available TV slot. 
Until new shows debut in the next 
few weeks, one will need to visit 
an atoll in the South Pacific or 
check into a cloistered monastery 
to avoid the logorrhea emanating 
from the tube. The Starr Report, 
in all its lurid and salacious detail, 
is the Nielsen heavy-hitter this 
week. Nothing has captured TV 
media so obsessively since O.J. 

We watch TV news in all its 
bastardized forms avidly — 
tabloids, primetime magazines, 
and our absolute favorite, the ir¬ 
reverent and in-depth middle-of- 
the-night news, ABC’s World News 
Now (well, they have the queerest 
anchors). We watch all the Sunday 
morning roundtables after sunrise 
Mass. (There are those who sug¬ 


gest the program we really need is 
12-steps for our addiction to in¬ 
stant news.) We caught the news 
bug in Washington, DC, where we 
spent years in investigative jour¬ 
nalism. But despite our admitted 
addiction, we find the recent fren¬ 
zy (did someone throw chum on 
the White House lawn or what?) 
over the Presidential peccadilloes 
disturbing. Nothing explains our 
love/hate relationship with TV 
more succinctly than 
coverage of the 
Lewinsky Affair. 

TV problems re¬ 
solve by show’s end — 
villains punished, sin¬ 
ners forgiven. Real life 
is never so neat 
(duh! — that’s 
why we watch 
TV). In recent 
years, lines be¬ 
tween reel and real life have 
blurred considerably. Talk shows 
invite intimate admissions for au¬ 
diences of millions. Thus the 
Clinton debacle began to play like 
a spot on Jerry Springer — replete 
with “audience” demands for a 
TV confession. But the live show 
lacks typical TV closure. 

It is our job to watch and cri¬ 
tique numerous TV programs. Few 
are devoid of intense sexual refer¬ 
ences. Some, sit-coms mostly, rely 
heavily on innuendo. Dramas — 
soaps and prime timers — often 
show explicit sex, rarely between 
partners who are married (or mar¬ 
ried to each other). TV is a vast 
frontier of sexual profligacy, adul¬ 
tery, and flat-out fornication which 
the average American watches for 


six to eight hours per day. Yet we see 
a stunning disconnect between 
what the average viewer watches 
and the TV media response to the 
Lewinsky Affair. Lies and adultery 
are staples of top-rated TV shows; 
real-life lies and outre sexuality are 
the keystone of the top-rated 
tabloid talk shows. 

Soap of the day 

Yet moral outrage — a kind of 
evangelical hissy-fit — under¬ 
scores news coverage of the Lewin¬ 
sky soaper. A tone of jaded cyni¬ 
cism attends each successive story 
about the President, from veteran 
and neophyte reporters alike. All 
real news (collapse of the Russian 
economy, tension in North Korea, 
strife in Northern Ireland, famine 
in Sudan) is pre-empted as TV 
news gnaws the tired bone(r) of 
“the Clinton Crisis” to extract 
more smarmy marrow. 

Release of the Starr Report 


fanned fires anew. Soaps were pre¬ 
empted for veteran journalists ex¬ 
cerpting the juiciest parts, while 
TV news magazines dragged out 
pop psychologists to analyze the 
President’s penis. Sam Donaldson 
and Cokie Roberts discussed the 
pleasures of unlit cigars, while 
George Will and Ted Koppel dis¬ 
gorged on whether fellatio is the 
same as fornication. Gennifer 
Flowers had a second wind on the 
talk show circuit to detail a menu 
of Clinton’s sexual appetites. And 
former advisors George 
Stephanopoulous, David Gergen, 
and Dee Dee Myers, now high- 
paid consultants for the networks, 
smugly wrung their hands over the 
State of the (adulterous) Union. 

Call it the Selling Out of the 
President, and with it, the presi¬ 
dency itself. The ramifications are 
as great as the collapse of the 
ruble. TV “news,” in consort with 
that Torquemada of the Beltway, 


Ken Starr, virtually created this 
hydra; despite TV polls indicating 
those outside Washington have 
little appetite for more of the 
Lewinsky drama, episodes repeat 
like a bad meal. 

The cults of voyeurism and 
celebrity define TV ratings, the 
TV-watching public drawn like 
proverbial moths to the flame of 
scandal. The media describe acts 
between Clinton and Lewinsky as 
“kinky” and “disgusting” (oral sex 
is only alluded to on TV). The 
anti-sex agenda inherent in TV 
news, though at odds with regular 
programming, has a brainwashing 
effect. We take our cues from TV, 
from reporters saying “perverse,” 
and experts on Dateline, Prime 
Time Live or 20/20 talking about 
“obsession” and “pathology.” 

Is the price of our collective 
voyeurism, fueled exhaustively 
and obsessively by TV, ultimately 
more than we can afford? (First 
Ellen, now the President — is any 
of us safe?) TV offers us immedi¬ 
ate gratification, tells us secrets, 
peeps through the keyholes for us. 
TV tells us repetitively we can and 
should know every intimate detail 
of the personal lives of celebrities, 
including the President. But when 
the show doesn’t end in an hour, 
how do we stop the momentum? 

A final tidbit: A commercial 
airing in our region for an East 
Coast discount clothing chain 
shows only a mannequin in a little 
cocktail dress with the voiceover, 
“40 percent off, perfect for the 
Oval Office.” As our gal Cordelia 
(Buffy the Vampire Slayer) would 
say: Eew! ▼

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Soul Asylum, The Church, 
Nick Cave & The Bad Seeds 


They all 
come back

T he recent stadium tours that 
had the B-52s and Pre¬ 
tenders on one bill, and Cul¬ 
ture Club, Human League and 
Howard Jones on another proved 
that it’s not over until Cindy Wil¬ 
son sings. Not that there was any¬ 
thing wrong with these nostalgia- 
(and for some, nausea-) inducing 
appearances by bands from a 
decade we like to call “the ’80s” 
(although the B-52s and Pre¬ 
tenders can lay claim to 1979), it’s 
just that I don’t think we’d had 
enough of the ’70s yet. 

In any event, three more bands 
that can trace their roots to some¬ 
time in the ’80s are also touring 
(although not on the same bill) in 
support of new albums. The 
bands Nick Cave 8c The Bad 
Seeds, The Church, and Soul Asy¬ 
lum had varying degrees of suc¬ 
cess in the ’80s, and are running 
out of time to capitalize on suc¬ 
cess in the ’90s. 

Of the three bands, it is Soul 
Asylum whose mark on the ’90s 
will most likely be remembered. 
However, said mark is fading, and 
fast. The Minneapolis-based 
band has yet to live up to the suc¬ 
cess of their 1992 album Grave 
Dancer's Union. Their latest disc 
Candy From A Stranger (Colum¬ 
bia) probably won’t help matters. 
“I Will Still Be Laughing,” the 
D.O.A. first single from the disc, 
is among the better cuts on the 
album. Others worth mentioning 
include “Close,” “The Game,” and 
“Cradle Chain.” The problem 
with this Soul Asylum disc (and 
the one before it, as well) is that 
after struggling in obscurity for a 
while, the band got a taste of suc¬ 
cess, and has never fully recovered 
from it. 

Like Soul Asylum, The Church 
also had something of a hit song 
(during the late ’80s). While they 
never seemed worried about 
maintaining that momentum, 
they did manage to continue pro¬ 
ducing interesting work. Perhaps 
that success is because the hit 
song, “Under The Milky Way,” 
came after the band was together 
for almost ten years. While the 
band continued to record togeth¬ 


er as a unit, band members also 
found the time to pursue side 
projects. Hologram Of Baal 
(Thirsty Ear), The Church’s first 
new studio album in almost two 
years, finds the quartet making 
the kind of dreamy music we’ve 
come to expect. Standout tracks 
include “Louisiana,” “No Certain¬ 
ty Attached,” “Buffalo,” and “An¬ 
other Earth.”

The Best of Nick Cave & The 
Bad Seeds (Mute/Reprise) is not 
new material, but it’s a great ex¬ 
cuse to listen to Cave and compa¬ 
ny, and the perfect reason to go 
hear them perform live. The Bad 
Seeds were born out of the ashes 
of Cave’s previous band The 
Birthday Party, and are far more 
listenable. Many of the sixteen 
tracks, including “Red Right 
Hand,” “Nobody’s Baby Now,” 
“Straight To You,”“(Are You) The 
One I’ve Been Waiting For?”, “Into 
My Arms,” “The Ship Song,” “Do 
You Love Me?,” and “Where The 
Wild Roses Grow,” illustrate 
Cave’s evolution into a fascinating 
and unpredictable songwriter. 
Fans of Cave’s riskier work should 
find something to like with “The 
Carny,” “Tupelo,” “From Her To 
Eternity,” and “The Mercy Seat,” 
to name a few tracks. T

Decades later, these works re¬ 
tain an innocence that is both re¬ 
freshing and just a tad perplexing. 
Despite its subtle commentary on 
the thrills and hazards of techno¬ 
logical trickery, and its weightier 
meditation on our uncertain 
place in the universal scheme of 
things, Calder’s art often intrigues 
even when it is largely without 
recognizable “content.” Brooding- 
ly handsome, with large hands 
and a shock of curly black hair, 
Calder milled about his messy 
studio in blessed contentment, 
seemingly unaware of — or at 
least reluctant to artistically en¬ 
gage with — the social changes of 
his era. 

It’s rare at this late date in our 
rapidly disappearing century to 
encounter the oeuvre of a major 


American artist whose enormous 
contributions weren’t somehow 
anchored to either social critique 
or deep-rooted personal expres¬ 
sion. Perhaps the monumental 
outdoor sculptures that Calder 
concentrated on during the last 
twenty years of his life most clear¬ 
ly indicate his major commit¬ 
ment: to provide a mass audience 
with works of art that please the 
eye and enhance the environ¬ 
ment. Three such large-scale 
pieces are installed just across the 
street from the museum in the 
Yerba Buena Gardens, and on a 
hot summer day they achieve the 
state of poetry that Calder hoped 
the few or the many might recog¬ 
nize in his colors and shapes. ▼
